« 'James Bryan of Brampton." Also B'k B., Feb. 12, and Aug 14, 1795 : Minute B'k C, April 
6 and 18, 1796, in regard to "Joseph Bryan, nephew of James Bryan," and to ''Hannah Houstoun 
and Mary Wylly, sisters to James Bryan." Court of Ordinary, March 27, 1797, as to appoint- 
ment of "Joseph Bryan Admr. Est. of James Bryan, of Chatham Co.. deceased." Superior 
Court, Dec. 19, 1800, ''Ann Bryan vs. Jos. Bryan, et. al. in equity." Jan. 8, 1807, "David 
Middleton and Ann, wife of the said David (formerly Ann Bryan, wife of James Bryan, de- 
ceased), to Joseph Bryan, Hannah Houstoun and Mary Wylly, both widows," in regard to the 
settlement of the estate of James Bryan, deceased, and record that Ann Middleton, widow, 
bought a house and lot in Savannah in 181 6. As will be seen by reference to the genealogy, un- 
der the head of "Bryan," published in the "History and Genealogy of the Habersham and other 
Southern Families." James Bryan, the son of Jonathan Br) an, was the only James Bryan, who 
was descended from Joseph Bryan and Janet Cochran, of South Carolina, and the above records 
prove that his wife was Ann Bryan (family name unknown) and not Elizabeth Langley. James 
Bryan, the son of Jonathan Bryan, and Ann, his only wife, left no issue.

PREFACE 

A race unable to narrate a true account of its progress, or to 
tell from whence it came is apt to be of low intellect, or wanting 
in energy. The Anglo-Saxon and other progressive people, 
as a rule, had their bards or 'historians, and the true historian, 
in order to get a satisfactory account of his people, must take 
cognizance of the exploit of the individual, and must consult 
the family munuments to get a view of the entire historical 
field. Genealogy gives an account of the deeds of each family, 
its kinsmen and friends, and no historian can give an accurate 
account of the deeds of his people without the study of family 
history, nor can form an idea of a race from an hereditary 
standpoint without a knowledge of its origin. So many ele- 
ments enter into the make-up of the American, that without a 
study of the iountain-head's of the race one can form no con- 
ception of its peculiarities, nor say why in intellect, in bravery, 
in invention, our race surpasses all others. The wit and vivac- 
ity of the Irishman, and the manner of the Frenchman, mingled 
with the blood of the sturdy Scot, and the determined English- 
man and the sprinkle of other races, form an individual unsur- 
passed in the annals of mankind. 

In this history of the Habersham and other families, the 
author feels that he has about completed a history of most of 
the families of the coast country of Georgia in connection with 
his other works, though there are yet a good many more to 
write about. 

In regard to the Clay family, the author is much indebted to 
a chart by Montgomery Cumming, Esq., and to Dr. Henry 
Stiles, of the North, for a good deal of the descent of the Stiles 
in Bermuda. 

The Adams of South Carolina and Georgia could not be 
well done justice to without showing the connection of the 
family to the Ellis and DeTrevilles of South Carolina, and to 
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the Warners, Lewis, Cobbs and others in Virginia and Geor- 
gia; and just so as in the one case so in others, the work, 
though ostensibly of the Habersham family, has included fam- 
ilies related to it and genealogies of others related to those 
connected with the Habershams, though not actually related to 
the latter family. 

To Major Edward Stiles Elliott, to the Virginia Magazine 
of History and Biography, and to other individuals and period- 
icals, the author is much indebted. Reference to family trees 
and records, etc., will verify much of the enclosed work. 

The author is also much indebted to Dunwody Jones, Esq., 
of Atlanta, for most of the Jones line of Liberty County, Geor- 
gia, and to James Barnwell Hey ward, to Mrs. Emily Verdery, 
and to R. A. Ellis, Mrs. Patrick Houstoun, Miss Johnston, of 
Savannah, Ga., Geo. J. Kollock, to Transactions of Huguenot 
Society of South Carolina, Historical and Genealogical Maga- 
zine, and its editor, A. S. Salley, Esq. 

It must also be borne in mind that many of these individuals 
were known to the author or to his mother as far back as the 
time of Dr. J. C. Habersham, the elder ; so that if dates are 
sometimes wanting, it must be remembered that these people 
were known to the author or his parents and grand-parents or 
his friends and their forbears. 

It is with regret that the author is not able to insert the coats- 
of-arms of many of these families. As Mr. Dunwody Jones 
is positive as to the descent of James Smith, of Darien, and as 
the author has seen the Smith pedigree, which gives room in 
several places as to the descent of James Smith from the ist 
Landgrave, we put it as Mr. Jones has written. 



HABERSHAM 

Habersham seems to be but one variety of spelling the name, 
and Habershon, Haversham, Habergham, Habrinchsham, all 
appear to have been names derived from the ancient family of 
Habergham or de Habrincham. The highly honorable, ancient 
and prominent family of Habersham of Georgia descends from 
James Habersham, of Beverley, Yorkshire, England, who with 
his wife Elizabeth lived in that country, and had the following 
children : 

I. James Habersham, baptized February 25th, 1712; 

died February 26th, 1712. 

II. James Habersham, baptized June or January, 26th, 

171 5; went to Georgia. 

III. Elizabeth Habersham, married Ralph Clay. 

IV. Edward Habersham. 

'V. George Habersham, died infant. 

VI. Margaret Habersham, died infant. 

VII. Joseph Habersham, went to Georgia with his 
brother. 

VIII. Margaret Habersham. 

James Habersham, died aged 61, second but eldest surviving 
son of James Habersham and Elizabeth his wife, who died in 
1722, went to Georgia with his friend, the Rev. George Whit- 
field, in 1740, and with him went his brother Joseph, who seems 
to have died leaving no issue, and his nephew, Joseph Clay, 
founder of the Clay family of the coast of Georgia, and son 
of his sister, Elizabeth Habersham, wife of Ralph Clay, of 
England. 

The Habershams of Georgia were among the foremost of 
our eminent families, furnishing to the service of the country 
statesmen, soldiers and professional men, merchants, planters 
and officers of the church; and so high were the services of 
this family that the State of Georgia named one of its counties 
Habersham, after Lieut. Col. Joseph Habersham. Let us take 
a glance at the various positions of honor, trust and patriotic 
offices held by this illustrious family, and then see if one can 
find anything to detract from its worth, or refuse it the high 
position it has so justly occupied for so long as one of the 
founders of Georgia. 

James Habersham assisted his friend, the celebrated Whit- 
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field, as lay reader and teacher at Bethesda Orphans' Home in 
1740, near Savannah, Ga., and was President of Bethesda 
Orphans' Home; and so great was the appreciation of Mr. 
Habersham by the government, that he was made Secretary of 
the Province, assistant to President of the Colony to advance 
the culture of silk in the Colony. He then became a member 
of the King's Council, President of the upper House of Assem- 
bly; and so great was the confidence in him that Sir James 
Wright, the Royal Governor, on his departure for the old 
country, recommended him as a fit person to assume the posi- 
tion of Governor during his absence ; so that Hon. James Hab- 
ersham was for a stormy period the Governor of the Colony of 
Georgia. He with Mr. Charles Harris established the first 
commercial house in Georgia, and exported the first bale of 
cotton. Mr. Habersham, though a Royalist, deeply sympa- 
thized with the Colonists, but not sufficiently to break with a 
country that had showered so much honor upon him, though 
his sons became ardent patriots and aided the Colony to attain 
its independence. 

His eldest son, Hon. James Habersham, was a prominent 
patriot and rebel financier, and subsequently Speaker of the 
Legislature of Georgia, and one of the Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia; and from this eminent Georgian, the first 
Bishop of Georgia, Right Rev. Stephen Elliott, descends; as 
do the old Milledge family, a branch of the Maxwells, Foot- 
mans, Demeres, Bonds, Screvens, Lesesnes and others. Lieut. 
Col. Joseph Habersham, second son of Governor Habersham, 
was Lieutenant Colonel Continental Battalion of Georgia; on 
Committee to Co-operate with Colonists in strife for freedom 
and on Committee Friends of Liberty. Takes powder out of 
Royal magazine for defence of Colonists. Member Provincial 
Congress, 1775 ; member Council of Safety. Places Sir James 
Wright, the Governor, under arrest. Member Executive 
Council; on Committee to supply arms to the colonists; 
Speaker of General Assembly ; appointed Assistant Justice of 
Chatham County, Ga., and subsequently appointed Postmaster 
General of the United States under Washington's administra- 
tion. Behold him then as soldier, one of the saviors of our 
country, a patrot among patriots, a statesman and one of the 
galaxy of stars of our Commonwealth, and one of the founders 
of the Society of Cincinnati of Georgia, one of the highest 
orders in America. 
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John Habersham, third son of the Governor, James Haber- 
sham, was one of the foremost patriots of the day. Major in 
Continental Army, where he aided us as a gallant Georgian to 
attain our independence, and where he was appreciated as a 
soldier by General Wayne, and rendered that aid which his 
blood called upon him to perform. Later on, he was appointed 
Trustee of the State University; Commissioner in Boundary 
Disputes ; Delegate to Continental Congress ; Collector of the 
Port of Savannah, and President of the Executive Council 
presiding at the Land Court in Augusta. All honor to Major 
John Habersham, one of the three but not the least of the gal- 
lant Habersham trio — James, Joseph and John Habersham of 
the Revolution. 

Nor are these all who have contributed to the glory of the 
family ; for James Habersham, the rebel financier, had among 
others Richard' Wylly Habersham, member of Congress, at- 
tache of legation to a foreign court ; and his sons were Richard 
Wylly, the artist, Rev. Barnard Elliott, an Episcopal minister, 
Alexander, a naval officer, and Dr. Stephen Habersham, all 
contributing to the family renown. 

Lieut. Col. Joseph Habersham had among others the genial 
Robert Habersham, an eminent merchant and high officer in the 
church; and among Robert's sons were Joseph Habersham; 
Robert, City Sheriff; William Neyle Habersham, merchant, 
who for years continued the rice factorage business, a commer- 
cial establishment carried on or being a continuation of the 
first commercial house established in Savannah. Mr. Haber- 
sham was a man of refinement, a perfect gentleman, a fine musi- 
cian, great sportsman, an authority on salmon fishing, having 
a "fly" named after him, and, in other words, a specimen of a 
"Southern gentleman," a true man and husband ; President of 
reorganized Society of Cincinnati. Two of his sons, Lieut. 
Joseph Clay Habersham and William Neyle, gallant Confed- 
erates, died before Atlanta, Ga., for a cause they believed to be 
right — all honor to these chivalrous gentlemen of the Confed- 
erate States Army. 

Major John Habersham, third son of Governor Habersham, 
had among others Dr. Joseph Clay Habersham, a well known 
physician of Savannah, a lovely man, also a geologist, discover- 
ing a part of the remains of a mastodon near Savannah ; and 
his sons were Dr. Joseph Clay Habersham, many years Health 
Officer of Savannah, Surgeon in the Confederate States Army, 
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rank of Major, and an officer in Savannah Volunteer Guards. 
Also, John Bolton Habersham of the Guards, Mayor of city of 
Brunswick, Ga., and William Waring Habersham, at one time 
a Judge in the West. Is not this a family for Georgia to be 
proud of— can we give it too much honor ? Long live the name 
of Habersham of Georgia ! 

Among the families descended from this most eminent one 
are to be found the names and branches of Elliott, Barnwell, 
Boone, Carmichael, Milledge, Footman, Demere, Screven, 
Shoup, Owens, Haskell, Coleman, Rogers and others of elder 
line ; and Footman, Ward, Daniell, Elliott, White, Jones Simp- 
kins, Colquitt, King, Manigault, Clark, Caperton, Jackson ; and 
with the intermarriages and marriages of these descendents 
the infusion of the Habersham blood has been far-reaching, 
and many a one in the United States may be proud of this rich 
strain of the Habersham blood. 

Elizabeth Habersham and Ralph Clay were the parents of 
Joseph Clay, Esq., the patriot; and from the Habershams, 
through Clay, descend many families and their branches, such 
as Cumming, Houstoun, Gray, Cuthbert, Stiles, Wallace, 
Young, etc. 

Governor James Habersham married Mary Bolton, daughter 
of Robert Bolton, Esq., of Philadelphia, Penn., Church Warden 
of Christ Church, an eminent merchant, descended from the 
Boltons, of Bolton and Blackburn, Lancashire, England, from 
the Lords of Bolton, Saxon Earls of Mercia, and the Saxon 
Kings. Robert Bolton married Ann Clay, widow, daughter 
of Winlock Curtis, whose brother was John, Chief Justice of 
Pennsylvania, sons of John Curtis, Esq., a large landed propri- 
etor of Kent on Delaware, Penn. Winlock Curtis married Ann 
Bowers, daughter of Benanuel Bowers, son of George Bowers, 
of Scituate, Mass., and of England, who came to Massachusetts 
as early as 1637, and was a land owner there whose family at- 
tained eminence. Benanuel Bowers married Elizabeth Dun- 
ster, daughter of Robert Dunster, and niece of the distin- 
guished Henry Dunster, first President of Harvard College, 
sons of Henry Dunster, Esq., gentleman, of Balehout, England, 
in Lancashire. 

Robert Bolton had a son, Robert, who married Susannah 
Mauve, daughter of Matthew and Jane Mauve, from Switzer- 
land, French Huguenots, and many are the descendants from 
these two marriages ; so that from the Boltons, Curtis, Bowers, 
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Dunsters and Mauves descend not only those already given, 
but branches of the Adams, Stiles, Footmans, Lewis, Kings, 
Habershams, Bullochs, Newells, Turners, Wests, Jones and 
many others. The Boltons also married into the Van Raens- 
salier, Schuyler and McClean families. 

Governor James Habersham and Mary Bolton had the fol- 
lowing children:

MILLEDGE 

This ancient Georgia family, whose ancestor came over with 
Oglethorpe, has contributed in many ways to the advancement 
of the State, and amongst members of this eminent family was, 
first of all, the ancestor of the family, John Milledge, who held 
positions of trust, civil and military, and who, on March 29th, 
1742, by authority of the Crown, became Captain of a troop of 
rangers, his commission being signed by Oglethorpe. He was 
also member of Colonial Assembly, 1768. His son, Captain 
John Milledge, born in Savannah, Ga., 1757, died at the Sand 
Hills, near Augusta, Ga., February 9th, 1818. Lawyer, Cap- 
tain in Revolutionary War, member of Georgia Legislature, 
member of Congress, 1792-5-9, Governor of Georgia, 1802, 
U. S. Senator, President pro tern, of Senate in 1809, benefactor 
of State University, giving it 700 acres of land, a large part of 
which forms the present site of Athens.

ROCKWELL

well, a prominent lawyer of Milledgeville, Ga., and a Colonel in 
the Indian War of 1836. His son, Colonel William Spencer 
Rockwell, a prominent lawyer of Milledgeville, moved to 
Savannah, Ga., in ^857. He was Colonel and Chief of Staff to 
Gen. Sanford in the Indian War of 1836, and Lt. Col. of the 
first volunteer regiment in the war between the States. Col. 
Rockwell was a prominent Mason, having attained the highest 
degree, 33d, in the Scottish Rite, and was known all over the 
country as an authority on Masonry, being the author of Ma- 
sonic works, held in high esteem by Masons. His sons, Cap- 
tain William S. Rockwell and Lieutenant Theodosius D. Rock- 
well, were well known members of the military and other or- 
ganizations and business.

The Manigaults were allied to the Izards, Draytons, Ashbys, Hey- 
wards, Wraggs, Middletons and others, and were a fine family and 
rendered services of untold worth during the Revolutionary War. They 
seem to have been a noble French family, and came to South Carolina at 
an early day.

VERDERY 

In the reign of Charles V., Emperor of Germany and Spain, 
etc., Charles De La Verdere was a Belgian Knight and noble of 
the Court ; and later on we find the ancestor of the American 
family to have been Le Sieur Maturin Mareschal de Verdery, 
youngest son of the Sieur Jacques de Verdery, who was the 
King's Councillor (Councilleur due roi au Parliaments de Gui- 
enne, France) in the Assembly and Courts of Guienne, France, 
and a member of the noblesse, and a landlord and a land owner 
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in Guienne, and in the capital city, Bordeaux, were situated the 
estate and chateau of the family. 

Monsieur Maturin Mareschael de Verdery, the youngest son 
of the Sieur (lord) Jacques de Verdery, settled first in St. 
Domingo, where he owned sugar and coffee plantations and 
1,000 slaves, and there with the rest of the earlier settlers re- 
mained until the French revolution and massacre of the whites 
by the negroes took place, where, as is well known, many of 
the opulent planters lost all and had to flee from the island for 
their lives, thus adding to our population some of the finest 
blood of France, useful and intelligent citizens. With other 
refugees, he fled to America, landing in Charleston in 1793-94, 
and there married, in 1794, Mademoiselle Pavagean, finally 
making his home near Augusta, Ga.

CUTHBERT OF CASTLE HILL, AND OF 
DRAKIES 

In a treaty with the Creek Indians, 1739, and Gen. Ogle- 
thorpe, as witnesses occur among others: John Cuthbert of 
Drakies, and George Cuthbert of Inverness. Dr. James Cuth- 
bert, who went to South Carolina, had his pedigree attested to 
by the members of the Scotch Parliament. He was the son of 
Lord John Cuthbert, of Castle Hill, Inverness, of a very ancient 
family, who married Jeane, daughter of Rev. William Hay, 
Bishop of Moray. 

George Cuthbert, commander of the forces in the battle of 
Harlaw, against Donald of the Isles, had William Cuthbert, 
1478, who had George Cuthbert of 1548, who had John Cuth- 
bert of 1593, who had George Cuthbert, 161 1, who had William 
Cuthbert, who married Jane McKenzie, and had : John Cuth- 
bert, who married Mary, daughter of George Cuthbert, of 
Drakies, and had: George Cuthbert, who married Magdalen, 
daughter of Sir James Fraser, of Brae. From Cuthbert, of 
Castle Hill, descend a branch of Heyward, Guerard, Roach, 
Barnwell and others. George Cuthbert owned Drakie's plan- 
tation, on Savannah, River, in 1797. Now we see that John 
Cuthbert, of Drakies, and George Cuthbert, of Inverness, in 
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Georgia in 1739, and a John Cuthbert and a Seth John, member 
of Provincial Congress of 1775 ; so this line of Georgia must 
descend from either John of Drakies or John of Inverness, and 
also Castle Hill, perhaps brother of Dr. James Cuthbert. The 
Cuthberts of Castle Hill, in Georgia, represent the family, so 
says Rev. Sigourlay Cuthbert, of Scotland. 

j STILES 

This ancient Georgia family of Stiles, who have contributed 
toward the history of the State in various ways, is descended 
from John Stiles, of Bermuda, where the family were of note 
and were of the class entitled to bear arms. John Stiles had a 
son, Daniel Stiles, who married Deborah, daughter of Thomas 
Gibbes and Sarah Durham, grand-daughter of Frances, 
daughter of Thomas Grinsdith, of Hazelmere, Surrey, Eng- 
land. Frances Grinsdith married Richard Hunt, of London, 
England, and came to Bermuda, 1635 ; her mother was Jane, 
sister of Sir Nathaniel and Robert Rich, close relations of the 
Earl of Warwick. Daniel Stiles and Deborah Gibbs had a 
son, Daniel Stiles, member of Bermuda Assembly, 1723, and 
Warden of Port Royal Church, 1725. He married Mary Dur- 
ham, grand-daughter of Richard and Frances Hunt. Her 
mother, Judith Hunt Lang, married Henry Durham, and 
again we see the same connection with the noted Rich family 
of England, descended from Lord Rich.

CUMMING 

The ancestor of this well known Georgia family, who have 
shed additional lustre on the pages of her history, was William 
Cumming, who was born near Inverness, about 1725, took the 
part of Prince Charlie, was captured at Culloden in 1746, and 
was either sent or went to Maryland soon afterward ; became a 
land owner, between 1751 and 1763, of nearly 2,000 acres of 
farm land in the Linganore Hills, in Frederick County, Md., 
some fifteen miles east of Frederick City. Of his sons, two be- 
came eminent, and well may Georgia be proud of the Cumming 
name; for in 1785, or about that time, Robert and Thomas 
Cumming went to Savannah, Ga., and entered into business. 
Thomas Cumming eventually moved to Augusta, where he 
became the first Mayor or Intendant, in about 1786, and was 
evidently one of the foremost citizens of the town, for he was 
called the "Father of Augusta." The other brother, Robert, 
returned to Frederick County, Md., and was with his father 
when the latter died, in 1793, on his farm in the Linganore 
Hills. He became a prominent citizen of Maryland, dying 
in 1825, as Major General of the first division of Maryland 
militia. Another of this eminent family was Colonel William 
Clay Cumming, a graduate of Princeton, and one of the 
foremost citizens of our State, evidenced by the number of 
positions offered him, most of which he declined. He was one 
of the ten Adjutant Generals at the close of the War of 1812; 
one of the authors of Infantry Tactics (1815) ; appointed, in 
1818, Quartermaster General with rank of Brigadier, which 
he declined; offered the U. S. Senatorship by the Georgia 
Legislature; appointed Major General by Polk, in 1846— all of 
which he declined — and with John Forsyth kept Georgia from 
joining in the South Carolina Nullification Act. This brilliant 
and eminent Georgian deserves a niche in the Georgia Hall of 
Fame, should one ever be erected. 

Besides these prominent men, we may mention Alfred Cum- 
ming, appointed by Buchanan Governor of Utah; Dr. Wm. 
Henry Cumming, Montgomery Cumming, Wallace Cumming, 
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Gen. Alfred dimming, Major Joseph B. Cumming, and others 
of the name who have kept up the prestige of this honored 
name.

ADAMS 



The latest information of this family shows it to be one of 
the most ancient families in America, and its alliances with and 
relationshp to many of the foremost families of this country 
shows that its descendants have in their veins some of the best 
blood of the land. The following families or branches of them 
descend from the Adams, or are connected to them by blood or 
marriage: Habersham, Stiles, King, Bulloch, Lewis, Newell, 
Footman, Colquitt, Clarke, Caperton, De Treville and many 
others; and branches of the family are descended from the 
Bolton, Cochran, Bryan, Wylly, Capers, Ellis, Flournoy, Cobb, 
Lewis, of Warner Hall, Va., and Warner families ; and through 
these connected to the Washingtons, Lees and many others. 
The ancestor of the family was Henry Adams, of England, 
who, in 1635, with six sons, went to Massachusetts, and one 
of his sons, Matthew Adams, was the progenitor of the South- 
ern family. His descendant, William Adams, went to Charles- 
ton, S. C, in 1698, and the family came from Charlestown, 
Mass. 

The men of this family have been steady, reliable and brave, 
and some have occupied the professions of soldiers and lawyers 
with ability. Among those contributing to the honor of the 
family are Nathaniel Adams, who, in 1770, gave £70 toward 
the erection of an Episcopal Church upon Edisto Island, and 
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member of the Edisto company for defense of the Colony ; also 
John Adams, Ensign of Old Military Company, and David 
Adams, a member of the Volunteer Company ; also Capt. Na- 
thaniel Adams, of the Revolution; Gen. David L. Adams; 
Wylly Adams, Captain 3d Artillery, Mexican War ; Rev. Hab- 
ersham Adams; Newell S4yre Adams, killed in War with 
Mexico; Robert Watkins Adams, graduate State University, 
Captain 5th Georgia Regiment, Percy's Brigade, member Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives of Florida Legislature; 
Flournoy Woodbridge Adams, for twelve years a member of 
the Georgia Legislature, and others who at all times were ever 
to the front when duty called them — a family good, tried and 
true, whose descendants are numerous in America.

It would seem that William Adams 
was also a son of first William.

— It is tradition that the Adams were descended from Henry 
Adams, whose descendant, Mathew, was ancestor of William, father of 
David Adams; but recent information from George Augustus Gordon, 
Esq., of N. E. Historic Genealogical Society of Boston, Mass., and its 
Recording Secretary, to whom many thanks are due, gives the follow- 
ing : "Very early in New England history, was a Nathaniel Adams — at 
Newport, at Weymouth, at Boston, where he died 1675, and his will is 
on record. He had a wife, Sarah. He had a son, Nathaniel Adams, 
born 1630, died 1690. His will is also on record. His widow, Mary, 
died 1707. That one's son, Nathaniel (3) Adams, born at Boston, 1653, 
died at Charlestown, Mass., 1710, had a wife, Hannah, who died 1699. 
They had Nathaniel (4) Adams, born 1681, and David Adams, born 
1682 — who are probably the brothers for whom you inquire." Now, 
through the able efforts of Mr. A. S. Salley, of the S. 0. Hist. Soc, we 
have positively found that David and Nathaniel Adams are on record 
as having come from Charlestown, Mass. Mr. Salley gives the follow- 
ing reasons as to parentage of Nathaniel (5) Adams (son of David 
Adams), who married Margaret Ellis as his second wife: "It appears 
to me that Nathaniel Adams was the son of David Adams and Elizabeth 
Capers, daughter of Richard Capers, and his wife, Mary; Richard 
Capers died in 1694." I base my belief on Nathaniel Adams being a son 
of David on the following facts: "David had a brother, Nathaniel 
Adams. Two other Adams, contemporaries of David's, lived in Charles- 
ton, and neither of them mention a son Nathaniel. William Adams 
names his children in his will and John Adams deeds all of his property 
in Charlestown, S. C, to his mother, Mrs. Avis Adams. His father was 
John Adams. The deed of John Adams, and another by Nathaniel 
Adams, brother of David, show that they were originally of Charles- 
town, Mass." Mr. Salley considers the Nathaniel Adams who married 
Margaret Ellis, the son of David; and as Nathaniel Adams and Ed- 
mund, David and Richard Adams are mentioned in St. Helena Records 
in South Carolina as sons of Nathaniel Adams and Margaret Ellis, the 
record seems to be clearly made out as to ancient descent of this family. 
Nathaniel Adams and Edmund went to Georgia, from South Carolina, 
the latter having a son, David ; and Mrs. Bulloch remembers her mother 
speaking of the peculiar manner in which her father, Nathaniel Adams, 
pronounced St. Helena. He was of South Carolina, and went to Geor- 
gia, became a planter, married Ann Bolton of the ancient English family 
of Bolton, and died in 1806. He was J. P., and lived at Vernonburgh 
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or White Bluff, on Vernon River, near Savannah, Ga. The line, then, 
would run: Nathaniel i, Nathaniel 2, Nathaniel 3, his sons; Nathaniel 
4, and David, of Charlestown, Mass., who went to Charleston, S. C. ; 
Nathaniel 5, who married Margaret Ellis, and Nathaniel 6 Adams, who 
went to Georgia, and married Anne Bolton, and was progenitor of the 
Adams family of Georgia.

Nathaniel Adams, Esq., of White Bluff, Ga., second son of 
Nathaniel Adams, of St. Helena, S. C, was born December 20, 
1747, on St. Helena Island, S. C., went to Georgia, was a 
painter, owning the old Adams place, at White Bluff, near Sa- 
vannah ; a gentleman of the "Old School," a Tory, preferring 
to adhere to the Crown, and dying in 1806, after holding the 
position of Justice of the Peace, a position then of honor. He 
married Anne Bolton, daughter of Robert Bolton, of Savannah, 
who held many public positions in Savannah, and was the first 
Postmaster in Georgia. He went to Georgia in 1740 with his 
sisters, one of whom (Mary Bolton), married Hon. James 
Habersham, Governor of Georgia. Robert Bolton married 
Susannah, daughter of Mathew Mauve, a merchant of Savan- 
nah, Ga., who held office under the Crown. These Mauves 
were of Huguenot descent, and reputed wealthy and of honor- 
able descent. Robert Bolton was son of Robert Bolton, of

ston, Governor of the Bermudas ; and it is said the Pratts, who 
belong to the family of Earl of Camden, were instrumental in 
getting Sir William Johnston appointed Governor of Bermuda. 
The Pratts were connected to the Johnston and Wood families. 
Camden County, Ga., was named after the Earl of Camden.

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William B. Adams was son of Samuel Adams, a planter of 
Skidaway, Ga., who married Mary Louisa Barnard, and the 
latter was son of Edmund Adams, a brother of Nathaniel 
Adams and possibly of Jane Adams, who administered on Ed- 
mund's estate, who died December 9, 1796. About this time a 
plantation of 120 acres was sold at White Bluff. 

It will now be of interest to look into the descent of the Hon. 
Samuel B. Adams' wife, Annie Winn, who was the daughter of 
Rev. A. M. Winn, D. D., and Maria Howard, daughter of Gen. 
Nicholas Howard, a very wealthy planter of middle Georgia, 
and Judith Campbell, daughter of John Campbell, of Virginia, 
an officer in the Revolutionary War, who belonged to the 
Scotch family of the name. The Howards are of same family 
as the Duke of Norfolk, and the original ancestor, John, went 
to Virginia in 1620. He was born in 1600, died in 1661, and 
member of House of Burgesses of Virginia in 1640. The first 
of the Winns was Thomas Wynne, who went from Wales to 
Virginia in 1683, and his great-grand-son went to Georgia 
about 1800. 

Thomas Wynn, of Lunenburg County, Va., and his descend- 
ant or great-grand-son, Lemuel Wynn, who went to Georgia, 
and who married Miss Posey, had Rev. Thomas Lemuel Wynn, 
who married Miss McFarland, and had Rev. Alexander M. 
Wynn, D. D., who married Miss Howard, and had Annie 
Wynn, who married Hon. Samuel B. Adams. Thus we see this 
talented branch of the Adams descended from as ancient and 
honorable families as can be desired — from the Howards, 
Wynnes, Campbells, Pratts, Barnards and others. 

" THE BARNARD FAMILY 

Sir John Barnard was an English Baronet, was at one time 
Lord Mayor of London, was prominent in the House of Com- 
mons, and had a distinguished judicial career. His son, Col. 
John Barnard, married Jane Bradley, in London, England, De- 
cember 13, 1743. 

This Jane Bradley was the daughter of William Bradley, of 
Lee Street, Red Lyon Square, County of Middlesex, Gentle- 
man. The will of William Bradley, made in 1766, names Wil- 
liam Bradley, Jr., as executor, and disposes of land in Georgia, 
South Carolina, and Spanish bonds of over a million dollars 
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(£240,000). The will mentions the testator's daughters, Jane 
(wife of Col. John Barnard), and Martha (wife of Isaac 
Young), both then living on Wilmington Island. Two copies 
of the will were found — one in possession of Mrs. Turner, a 
descendant of Martha Young, and the other of Major John 
Barnard. This William Bradley, Jr., was killed at sea, and 
devoured by a starving crew, so one of his survivors told his 
sister, Jane Barnard. The descendants of Richard Bradley, a 
younger son of William Bradley, Sr., live in Canada. 

Col. Barnard settled his family on Wilmington Island, which 
had been granted to him by George II. Soon after his mar- 
riage he was ordered to Savannah, in command of a regiment 
called the Rangers, and it was after this that he settled Wil- 
mington Island. He held his commission to the period of his 
death, after which event the command was given to his brother, 
Edward Barnard, who died about the commencement of the 
Revolutionary War between Great Britain and her American 
Colonies. 

The children of Col. Barnard and Jane Bradley were the 
following: (1) A daughter (born October 18, 1744) ; (2) Tim- 
othy Barnard (born November 3, 1745) ; (3) William Barnard 
(born November 2, 1747) ; (4) John Barnard (born Novem- 
ber 12, 1750) ; (5) Elizabeth Barnard (born July 14, 1753), 
married Richard Turner, of Whitmarsh; (6) Jane Barnard 
(born August 19, 1755), married Mr. Winn; (7) Robert Bar- 
nard (born January 10, 1757). 

Timothy Barnard, the eldest son of Col. John Barnard, mar- 
ried a Creek girl and lived for a number of years, and died a 
member of the tribe, leaving a large estate. He had a number 
of half-breed children, who moved out West with their tribe. 
There is a deed on record in the office of the Clerk of the Supe- 
rior Court of Chatham County by two of these children, 
namely, Pheloga and Timpouchchee, made to their cousin, Wil- 
liam Barnard, January 4, 1825. At that time the Barnard 
family owned a large estate in Manchester, England. The 
grantee of this deed started to make efforts to recover the prop- 
erty, but died in New York City on his way to England, and 
the matter was then dropped. 

William Barnard, the second son of Col. John Barnard, as 
far as I know, had but two children. One of them, William, 
who I think never married, bought out the interests of his half- 
breed cousins ; and the other, Mary Louisa Barnard, who lived 
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on Wilmington Island, and married Samuel Adams, a planter 
of Skidaway Island. The only child of the union who grew 
up to manhood was William B. Adams, who married Laleah 
Pratt (daughter of Alexander J. Pratt and Margaret Philipps, 
and grand-daughter of Alexander Pratt), and had Judge A. 
P. Adams, married Sarah Olmstead, Hon. Samuel B. Adams, 
married Annie Wynn, Laleah Pratt Adams and W. B. Adams, 

John Barnard, the third son of Col. Barnard, was a Major 
in the American Army during the Revolutionary War, was 
active and prominent in that war, and was a member of the 
Provincial Congress that assembled in Savannah, July 4, 1775. 
He had the following children: Timothy Barnard (born No- 
vember 2, 1775) ; Lucy W. Barnard (born August 13, 1777) : 
Mary E. Barnard (born January 17, 1780) ; John W. Barnard 
(born December 23, 1783) ; James Barnard (born December 
20, 1785), and Henrietta Barnard (born October 31, 1789). 
Mary never married ; Lucy married, first, a Rev. C. B. Jones 
and afterwards Charles O. Screven ; Henrietta married Stephen 
Williams. 

Timothy Barnard (the son of Major John Barnard and 
grand-son of Col. Barnard), had the following children: Mrs. 
John T. Rowland, Mrs. William W. Wash, Mrs. Chisolm 
(mother of the late Judge Chisolm), John B. Barnard, Tim- 
othy Guerard Barnard, Saul S. Barnard, Caroline C. Barnard, 
and Mrs. Virginia M. Pritchard. 

John W. Barnard, the second son of Major Barnard, was 
the father of the late Mrs. Mary Ann Barstow. 

James Barnard (the third son of Major John Barnard), had 
the following children: Ann C, Virginia C. (Mrs. Demere), 
William (dead, no children), Vernon. R., Margaret L. (Mrs. 
Hardee), Campbell J., Julia P. (Mrs. Quarterman), Isabelle 
D., Clifford V., Fuller A. and Florence (Fulton). 

Note. — Timothy Barnard married Amelia Guerard, and his brother, 
James Barnard, married Catharine Guerard, and Ann Guerard married 
Steel White. These were daughters of Godin Guerard, son of John 
Guerard and Miss Godin.

On Edisto Island, October 2, 1775, we find a company of 
volunteers formed for defence of the Colony, under command 
of Joseph Jenkins, and among the members occur the names of 
Nathaniel Adams, John Adams and David Adams, Jr. ; and for 
the Edisto Island old militia company, Mr. John Adams was 
chosen Ensign.

This ancient family, according to Dugdale, descend from 
the Saxon Earls of Mercia, who descended from the Saxon 
Kings. We find the Boltons settled at the Brookhouse, Black- 
burn, Lancashire, where, says Fuller, the family had continued 
in good repute.

The record goes down to Edmund Osborne Haberjam, who 
died in 1874, and back to Edward Haberjam, buried November

ershon, Haberjam, are but one variety of the name Habersham, 
and one versed in the change of names can easily see how 
Habersham could have developed from Habrincham, &c. ; and 
Reginald Bolton, Esq., is of the same opinion, and believes the 
Habershams of Georgia descend from the family whose ped- 
igree and that of Bolton, compiled by himself and sent to Wm.

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"Alexander-Peden-Wttliamson-Walker Ancestry/ 1 

August 15th, 1899, "at 'Old Fail-view' Church, in Greenville 
Co., S. C, more than one thousand descendants of John Peden 
and his wife, Margaret McDill, gathered to unveil a monument 
in memory of these venerated ancestors, who, with their chil- 
dren and grand-children, had founded this church more than a 
century before. Prior to 1750, John and Margaret Peden re- 
sided in North Ireland, near Carrickfergus, being honored 
members of the Scotch Presbyterian Church there located, of 
which John Peden was Ruling Elder. They had seven sons 
and three daughters. The eldest daughter married James 
Alexander, a scion of the noble Scotch family of that name. 

In search of greater civil and religious liberty than his 
church or people could claim under the dominant Church of 
England Party, James Alexander determined to remove to 
America, and was accompanied, on his departure, by several 
kinsmen of his name, by almost the entire Peden family, and by 
numerous friends, notable among these being the Caldwell 
family, from whom was descended John Caldwell Calhoun. 
Landing first in Pennsylvania, this company of relatives and 
friends remained there for some time, then removed to the 
Carolinas. Several of James Alexander's kinsmen settled in 
Mecklenburg Co., N. C, where they later signed and assisted in 
promulgating the Mecklenburg Declaration of Independence. 
But James cast in his lot with his wife's family, and located in 
Spartanburg District, S. C, where they secured large tracts of 
land by grant from George II., the old titles bearing date of 
1768. Here they assisted in building and establishing Naza- 
reth and Fairview Presbyterian Churches. Through their 
superior education and intelligence they soon became promi- 
nent, not only in church but civil and military affairs. 

John Alexander, the oldest son of James and Mary Peden 
Alexander, was early inured to danger by the frequent Indian 
raids, which he assisted in repulsing. During the Revolution- 
ary War he served successively as Lieutenant, Captain and 
Major; first under Sumter and Marion; later with the gallant 
Col. Williams at King's Mountain. By his side fought his 
father-in-law, the patriotic Chaplain of his troops, Rev. 
Thomas Williamson, the father also of Rev. William William- 
son, destined to play so important a part in the history of the 
Presbyterian Church in South Carolina and Ohio. 
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The eldest son of Maj. John Alexander and his wife, nee 
Williamson, named, in honor of his maternal grand-father, 
Thomas Williamson Alexander, received a liberal education, 
qualifying him for the practice of medicine, married Miss 
Martha Walker, daughter of William Walker, of Pendleton, 
and removed to the newly opened county of Gwinnett, in 
Georgia, where he soon became prominent as a physician and 
citizen. Here he reared a family which has furnished mem- 
bers of distinction to the legal and medical professions of the 
State. Judge Ramsey Alexander, of Thomasville, and Dr. 
James Alexander, of Atlanta, both recently deceased, were ex- 
amples, as is their only surviving brother, Col. Thomas Wil- 
liamson Alexander, of Rome, an honored Confederate veteran, 
widely known and appreciated for his legal knowledge, ability 
and probity. Col. Alexander was married in 1857 to Miss 
Sarah Joyce Hooper, daughter of Judge John Word Hooper, a 
distinguished member of the Georgia Judiciary, who decided 
many complicated legal questions arising between the represen- 
tatives of the Federal Government and the State, while the In- 
dians still held their lands in the Cherokee section of North 
Georgia, over which Judge Hooper was first to hold jurisdic- 
tion. To Col. Thomas Williamson Alexander and his wife, 
Sarah Joyce Hooper, were born five children, four of whom 
still live. The only son, Hooper Alexander, is a lawyer of note 
and influence in Atlanta, Ga. The oldest daughter, Martha 
Lamar Alexander, married Samuel F. Pegues, a representative 
of an old Huguenot family of Alabama, and now resides in 
Chicago. Hallie Miller Alexander, the second daughter, also 
married a representative of an old Huguenot family, James A. 
Rounsaville, and resides in Rome. Here, also, resides the 
youngest daughter, Sarah Joyce Alexander, wife of Charles 
William King, of the honored Savannah family, whose record 
is found elsewhere in this volume. Two children have blessed 
this union — the eldest, a daughter, Sarah Joyce, bears the name 
of her mother, grand-mother and two great-grand-mothers, in 
direct line — a name loved and honored by five generations of 
the Hooper- Word families. The second child, a son, Barring- 
ton, bears a name equally honored by several generations of the 
King family. 
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"Hooper-JVord-Adams-AUen Ancestry" 

Early in the 18th century Charles Word L, the progenitor of 
an extensive family, came from Llandaff, Glamorganshire, 
Wales, and settled in Virginia. He is recorded as "a recog- 
nized patriot." His five sons, Charles II., Thomas, John, Peter 
and Cuthbert, were all soldiers in the Revolutionary War, noted 
among their comrades for bravery. (Mrs. King is descended 
from both Charles and Thomas, through intermarriage of their 
families.) 

Charles Word II. was born 1738 in Virginia. While a mere 
youth of seventeen he volunteered, and went out with the "Vir- 
ginia Blues," under command of George Washington (then a 
Colonel), to guard the frontier against the French. Taking 
part soon after in the battle near Fort Duquesue, where Gen. 
Braddock was defeated, he was one of that gallant band of 
Colonials who, under Washington, covered the retreat of Brad- 
dock and his Regulars, thus saving them from complete de- 
struction. Of the "Virginia Blues" only thirty escaped alive. 
Later Charles Word II. married Elizabeth Adams, a relative of 
John and Samuel Adams, and about the time the Revolutionary 
War began, moved to North Carolina. When his youngest 
child, Elizabeth Adams Word, was one year old, he was killed 
in the battle of King's Mountain, October, 1780. This daugh- 
ter married Matthew Brooks Hooper, a young kinsman of 
William Hooper, Representative of North Carolina in the Colo- 
nial Congress and signer of the Declaration of Independence. 
Both came from the New England Hoopers and by family tra- 
dition were descendants of Bishop John Hooper, of England — 
who, rather than recant, was burned at the stake, in 1555, by 
Queen Mary. John Word Hooper, the second son of Matthew 
Brooks Hooper and his wife, Elizabeth Adams Word, enjoyed 
exceptional educational advantages, and grew up to a man- 
hood of usefulness and honor in his adopted State, Georgia. 
While still quite young, he became noted as a lawyer, and was 
made a member of the State Judiciary, serving as the first 
Judge of Cherokee County, which then included nearly the 
whole of Northwest Georgia, probably the largest Judicial Cir- 
cuit in the State (see Alexander record for further informa- 
tion). The wife of Judge Hooper was his second cousin, 
Sarah Allen Word, the grand-daughter of Thomas Word, of 
the Revolutionary Army. Her mother, Sarah Allen, was a 
relative of Ethan Allen, and also of President Madison's wife, 
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by whom she was much beloved. The youngest daughter of 
Judge Hooper and his wife, Sarah Allen Word, was Sarah 
Joyce Hooper, later the wife of Col. Thomas Williamson Alex- 
ander (see Alexander record) and mother of Mrs. Sarah Joyce 
King. Educated, intelligent and accustomed from childhood 
to contact with the brighest minds, Mrs. Alexander was a 
potent factor for good in her community and entire section, 
honored and loved by high and low. During the war between 
the States she gave time, substance and tender care to the sick 
and suffering. Soon after the war she was made President of 
the Ladies' Memorial Association of Rome, serving in this 
position until her death, a quarter of a century later, during 
which time she was chiefly instrumental in erecting the Con- 
federate monument and marble headstones above the several 
hundred Confederate dead there buried. Of her four living 
children (see Alexander record), the youngest, Sarah Joyce 
Alexander, like to her mother in mind and heart, as well as 
name, is the wife of Charles William King (see King record) 
and the mother of two children, Sarah Joyce and Barrington 
King (see Alexander record). 

The eldest daughter of Col. Thomas Williamson Alexander 
and Sarah Joyce Hooper, Hallie Miller, who married James A. 
Rounsaville, has been recently honored by being elected Presi- 
dent of the United Daughters of the Confederacy, thus adding 
to the lustre of all these old families.

MCLEOD 

The McLeods, who went to Georgia, had a farm in Scotland 
called Flashadder in 1738, which was occupied by Alexander 
McLeod, son of Norman McLeod, whom he succeeded as 
"tacksman" tenant of that place. They were a branch of the 
Dunvegan family of McLeod, of McLeod. Four nephews of 
Alexander McLeod went to East Indies and two to North 
America. The wife of Norman McLeod and mother of John 
and Alexander McLeod, was named Nicolson.

^ NEPHEW 

The Nephew family is an old one in Georgia, and by some is 
said to be of Huguenot origin and called Nevie — indeed, we 
find a Nevie one of the early land grantees of Colonial Georgia ; 
but Peter Nephew, the first of the name, arrived in St. John's 
Parish with one servant in 1754, and later received a grant of 
land of 100 acres in Little Ogeechee. We find, also, that he 
became one of the officers of the Crown, anil with J. Barring- 
ton was one of the Commissioners of Roads in the Colony and 
tax assessors. He married Mrs. John Cooper, widow of Col. 
John Cooper, of Revolutionary stock, and her name was Mer- 
riam,* probably daughter of John Merriam, who went to Geor- 
gia with Whitfield in 1739. The issue was James Nephew, 
Esq., a rice planter, who married, first, Mary M. Gignilliat; 
second, Mrs. James Gignilliat, born Pelot. By the Gignilliat 
marriage this family and their descendants become related to 
the Heywards, LeSerruriers, LeNobles, de St. Juliens, Rave- 
nels, Chastaigners, Mazycks, Taylors, Marions, Izards, De- 
Veauxs and many others of South Carolina, and they also de- 
scend from the Peppers and Sir John Evelyn, and like a great 
many of our families are connected to a large proportion of all 
the best people of South Carolina and Georgia, and to the 
Mclntoshes, Wests, Kings, Stiles, Bartows and others.

He 
settled a place which to this day is known as Julian ton plantation, on 
Harris* Neck, Mcintosh County, Ga., and got James Nephew to manage 
it for him and to attend to his business, at the same time allowing Mr. 
Nephew to plant for himself a small crop, and with his cotton crop ship 
the products of each to England. After this James Nephew settled his 
own plantation, called Manchester, in same county, near Baisden's 
Bluff ; and later on another fine plantation on which he raised rice, near 
Darien, Ga., on Cat Head Creek, which he called Ceylon, afterward 
owned by Dr. Charles West. He died in 1827, and left by will $2,000 
to the Darien Presbyterian Church and endowed a scholarship in the 
Columbia, S. C, Presbyterian Seminary. 

Samuel West, an Englishman, went to South Carolina in 
1669, * n the s ^ip Carolina, one of a fleet of three vessels sent 
out by the King and commanded by Joseph West, afterward 
Governor of the Colony. They landed at Port Royal, and 
held the first election on Carolina soil. Samuel West was 
chosen one of a council of five and afterward member of first 
Parliament under Locke's Constitution, and a member from the

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Commons of the Grand Council, and one of the few who had 
a grant of land in New Town, Charlestown.

In writing an account of this family, it is not by any means 
intended to give all the lines, but simply to show descent of a 
few of line and one of them from Mcintosh of "Mala," men- 
tioned in my work on "Baillie of Dunain," and to show descent 
of the Kings, Wests, &c, from Nephews and the Holmes.

DE TREVILLE 




This ancient French family is of undoubted noble origin, and 
bears the same name, though perhaps different coats-of-arms, 
from the Counts De Treville, and the stock from which it 
springs truly bears within its bosom the motto "Noblesse 
oblige;" for in peace and in war, and in all walks of life, it has 
exemplified itself as a family to be trusted and depended upon ; 
and this assertion is borne out not by tradition only, but by 
consultation with historical evidences so clear that South Caro- 
lina should be proud to have within her borders the family of 
De Treville. 

Cadet John La Bouladrie de Treville was born in France, 
emigrated to America and settled in St. Helena Parish, S. C, 
and, at the breaking out of hostilities between the Colonies and 
Great Britain, was appointed Lieutenant, and soon after be- 
came Captain in the 4th Regiment of Artillery of the South 
Carolina contingent of the Continental line. He proved a very 
efficient officer and served with distinction, and, had his life 
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been prolonged, might have attained much higher rank; but 
an unfortunate difficulty which resulted in two duels with the 
same man, caused his untimely death; for though he fought 
first with swords and in the second encounter with pistols, at 
last killing his antagonist, he received a sword cut from which 
he ultimately died, and thus the State was deprived of this gal- 
lant soldier and member of the eminent Society of the Cincin- 
nati.* 

Capt. De Treville married Julia Wilkinson, an heiress of 
English extraction, and by her had two children :

William Joyner de Treville received his early education and 
preparation for college at the old Beaufort Academy under 
such teachers as the Rev. Stiles Mellichamp and the Rev. John 
Fielding. He entered Princeton College in 1850, and waai 
distinguished as a student in that famous institution. He 
graduated well up in a distinguished class, and returning home, 
read law, and was admitted to the Bar in May, 1857. During 

son, the poet, biographer, and member of Congress. Susan Greene 
claimed to be closely related to Gen. Nathaniel Greene, and was prob- 
ably a daughter of Daniel John Greene, one of His Majesty's Justices 
of the Peace. Hon. Wm. John Grayson married Sarah Matilda Somar- 
sall, grand-daughter of Daniel Stevens (marriage settlement in office of 
Secretary of State, 1814), and among their issue were the late Mrs. T. 
L. Ogier, of Charleston, S. C, and Henry Grayson, who married his 
cousin, Cornelia, second daughter of the Rev. Dr. Brantley. 
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the early years of his practice in Beaufort he taught school. 
His practice prospered, and he acquired a handsome residence 
in the old town, and lived the happy, elegant home life of the 
gentlemen of those palmy days, in the courtly and literary 
society of Beaufort. But this scene and chapter of his life 
was briefly closed by "the purple testament of bleeding war." 
Exposed to the first rude impression of the gathering storm, his 
native town was soon deserted as a place of residence, and con- 
verted into a citadel. The interruption of war broke up his 
practice and scattered his clientele. He held several legal posi- 
tions under the government of the Confederate States, and 
endured the privation, and groped amid the disruptions of the 
times. The disastrous end of the conflict found him stranded 
amid the wrecks of his life, even his beautiful home lost by the 
confiscation of an Unprecedented and impossible tax, sold with- 
out process of law or possibility of redemption, and now 
owned and occupied — climax of reversal — by a former slave! 
Driven by adverse fate, he sought other shores, removed to 
Barnwell, where he practiced his profession for a brief period, 
and then went to Orangeburg, where for about twenty-five 
years he lived and practiced, founding and rearing another 
happy home, whose hearth-stones and mahogany shone with 
culture and hospitality, and that in the days of the homes of 
Judge Glover, Gen. Jamison, the Hutsons, the Legares, of Dr. 
Alex. S. Salley and of Murray Robinson. Here he reached the 
zenith of his life, and had for years a remunerative practice 
whose income he enjoyed with the zest and relish of a perfect 
savoir vivre. But his pockets, like Dr. Johnson's, "had holes in 
them," the strings of his purse were loose to every applicant. 
"He was so kind, that he paid interest for it." Troubles came, 
domestic afflictions, loss of fortune, decadence of practice, ills 
incident to human life. But both in vicissitudes and contrasts 
of fortune, he bore himself with a cheerfulness that was his 
great characteristic. He hurled sarcastic jests at misfortune, 
he forgot privation when he met a friend. This genial sunni- 
ness astonished, and attracted to him. His wit was keen. He 
had the perception and sensibility of the artist. He felt the 
pathetic and descried the ludicrous in literature, nature and in 
men ; with catholic penetration he could detect deceit and un- 
mask the Tartuffe and the Pecksniff in the Court and in the 
world. And he could express his perception by word and 
pencil, and frequently tossed off a couplet or a sketch that 
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amused the Court, and affected the verdict. Some of his por- 
traits and drawings are preserved as reliques by admiring 
friends, and his portraitures and caricatures of the drowsy and 
patient judge, the perplexed advocate and the confounded wit- 
ness, sketched at his desk, have been carried home as souvenirs 
and favors of the Court. As a lawyer he had advantages; of 
heredity, his father, Col. Richard de Treville, of the old 17th 
Regiment, of Charleston, and Lieutenant Governor of the State 
in her chivalrous days, was one of that group of courtly men 
and brilliant lawyers who graced the Bar at its best period ; of 
training, for he sat at the feet of those Gamaliels ; of education, 
for he graduated at Princeton, and of natural gifts developed 
in the genial atmosphere of such association and antecedents. 
Among his legal experiences he acted for a time as solicitor in 
the Second Circuit, and exhibited rare talent as a prosecuting 
officer. In the journals and dockets and judgment books of 
Orangeburg, the evidence of his legal business will delight the 
eye of the lawyer. Some of his written and printed arguments 
on Circuit and in the Supreme Court, are models of learning 
and industry. In his prime he was a wary and skilful adver- 
sary and a persuasive advocate before a judge and jury. He 
was strikingly handsome, and in appearance seemed possessed 
of Pierian youth. He removed to Brevard, N. C, and was ad- 
mitted to the Bar of .that State ; but waning strength showed 
all too plainly that his days were numbered, and after several 
months sojourn there he returned to his native State and 
located in Columbia ; and soon after was for a second time ap- 
pointed U. £5. Commissioner, and this office he held up to the 
time of his death, which occurred September 11, 1897. He 
married, first, August 17, 1852, Agnes Givens, daughter of 
Philip Givens and *Mary Eliza Firth, both of St. Helena Par- 
ish, and had :

Dr. William Robert Atkinson was a mem- 
ber of a family that belongs to Georgetown District. He re- 
moved to Alabama, and from Mobile entered the Sophomore 
Class of the South Carolina College in 1859. Here he was 
soon distinguished for his ability and earnest disposition. Upon 
the opening of hostilities between the States, the students of the 
college went to Charleston. Later on, upon the fall of Beau- 
fort, the Governor ordered the college company to the defense 
of the coast, and senior examinations were not held in Decem- 
ber, 1861. But, at the suggestion of the Trustees, the Faculty 
recommended the granting of diplomas to those members of 
the Senior Class who were then in service. Dr. Atkinson was 
one of the three or four best men in the class. He served for 
a while in the Richmond Rifles, and then was made a member 
of the Signal Service Corps, which did most excellent and re- 
sponsible work in Charleston and Savannah. At the close of 
the war he went to Virginia University, and then taught school 
in Abbeville County. During a portion of the year he assisted 
Mr. Edward R. Miles, in the town of Abbeville. He was a 
very thorough and cultivated teacher, and his familiarity with 
Latin grammar especially was the envy of his class. At the 
end of this year, a protracted religious meeting having been 
organized among all the churches, Dr. Atkinson was much im- 
pressed and began to study for the Episcopal ministry. But 
he shortly arrived at the conclusion that Presbyterian tenets 
were more in accordance with his ideas, and entered the Presby- 
terian Seminary in Columbia. Here he graduated. Some 
time after this he was appointed Chaplain of the Virginia Uni- 
versity. But he had so great a fondness, and so great an apti- 
tude for teaching that he again entered the work in Raleigh. 
After this he took charge of the Charlotte Female College and 
achieved great success. Believing, however, that Columbia 
was an admirable educational centre, he founded, in 1890, the 
South Carolina College for Women. His determination was 
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to have a first-class College in every respect, and under his 
administration the College soon attained a high reputation for 
scholarship and high standards. This was a trying financial 
and political period, and in his work Dr. Atkinson taxed a con- 
stitution never very robust. At the end of six years, failing 
health rendered it necessary for him to abandon his chosen 
work and to sell his magnificent property. After this, Dr. At- 
kinson visited Florida, and then resided a while at Lake Sar- 
anac. For some time before his death he lived in Williams- 
port, Penn. Dr. Atkinson received his honorary degree from 
the South Carolina College while President of the College for 
Women in Columbia. An exceedingly positive, earnest, ag- 
gressive man, Dr. Atkinson sometimes gave offense. But he 
was always manly, and ever ready to make reparation when 
convinced that it was right. He always commanded respect 
from others for himself. By his" first marriage, with Miss 
Hannah, Dr. Atkinson had several children. Mr. Cristopher 
Atkinson is now in Columbia. The Rev. George Atkinson is 
engaged in devoted pastoral work in the mining regions of 
Pennsylvania. His daughter, Miss Annie Atkinson, a musical 
artiste of great merit, married the pianist and composer, Bur- 
meister, and resides in New York.

When the edict of Napoleon permitted the return of 
the nobility to France, on the same ship on which Natalie took passage 
was Col. Thomas Sumter, then Secretary of the American Legation at 
Paris. Col. Sumter and Natalie became acquainted on the passage, and 
before reaching France were engaged. Their marriage took place in 
Paris, in probably the year 1808. In 180Q, Col. Sumter was made Min- 
ister to the Court of Brazil; and in Rio Janeiro, Mrs. Brownfield (Pau- 
line Brazilica Sumter) was born ; and when about thirteen vears of age 
came to this State with her parents, and spent some years on the family 
estate near Statesburg.

C/ ELLIS, OF SOUTH CAROLINA 

It is said that the first of this Ellis family was a landed pro- 
prietor in County of Durham, England ; and tradition says that 
he was accosted by a fortune-teller, who asked to be allowed to 
tell his fortune, which was permitted, when it was foretold he 
would meet adverse circumstances and emigrate to America. 
In a few years he did so, and on board ship found a Bible with 
the name of Mary Wilkinson* in it ; he made her acquaintance 
and they became man and wife, and had a son, Edmund Ellis, 
who married, and had the following children :

Rugge his papers, &c. (see Rugge vs. Ellis). In Ellis vs. Ellis it appears 
that Richard Ellis made his will 17th June, 1802, and that his four sons, 
Charles, Richard, Edmund, William, and two daughters, Elizabeth and

fRichard Ellis joined the Colonists, but had a brother who remained 
loyal to the Crown; he was banished, suffered under confiscation act, 
and moved North. 
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Sarah, and his wife, Sarah, but after making his will, before his death 
another son was born, Wilkinson Ellis, who died before coming to 
maturity. Richard Ellis, testator, died October 20, 1804 ; and it further 
appears that Sarah Ellis or De Treville, was only a sister of the half- 
blood. Now, as Richard Ellis married twice, he probably married 
Sarah Hogg first; as in the South Carolina Gazette, April 28, 1784, 
we find that on "Thursday last, Miss Elizabeth Green was married to 
Richard Ellis." So that it is likely that Sarah and Elizabeth Ellis were 
issue of the Greene marriage, and that Richard, Charles, Edmund, Wil- 
liam and Wilkinson Ellis were children of marriage to Miss Hogg — 
unless it be that Sarah and Wilkinson were by last marriage. At any 
rate, it is shown in the De Treville vs. Ellis case that Sarah de Treville 
was daughter of Richard Ellis and half-sister of Richard W. Ellis ; and 
in same case that William Ellis, brother of above, died unmarried, in 
1825. It also shows marriage of Sarah to De Treville, and that she was 
sister of half blood (see Reynolds vs. Executors of Calder).

Thomas Baynard married Sarah Calder, daughter of 
Archibald Calder, who apparently by the records was a son of 
Miss Bailey and a Mr. Calder, of Edisto, sister of Henry Bailey, 
who died 1774. Sarah Calder was half-sister of Archibald 
John Calder, who left a son, A. G. Calder, who died, April 15, 
1804, and of Mrs. E. Mikell, mother of Ephraim Mikell, Jr., 
and of Ann Seabrook, wife of Gabriel Seabrook, Elizabeth, 
wife of Mingo Mackie, previously wife of Wm. Baynard, and 
Mary Ann, wife of Wm. Seabrook. The Guerard family of 
Georgia intermarried twice into that of Baynard. We can 
imagine the wealth and great style of these planters of St. 
Helena Parish, Port Royal and Edisto Island, and we see by 
records how patriotic they were during the Revolution.

John Jones, deceased." The second paper contains a mention of the 
election of John Colcock to the South Carolina Assembly, from the dis- 
trict between the Broad and Saluda. 

From page 761 of the second volume of McCrady's History of South 
Carolina, I quote: "But under all the circumstances of the time, we 
cannot but look upon the appearance of such prominent lower country 
men as Edward Rutledge, returned from 96, and John Colcock and 
Rowland Rugeby from the district between the Broad and Saluda," etc. 
Mr. Salley, Secretary of the South Carolina branch of the Historical 
Society, has convinced me by a personal interview, and references 
offered by him, that instead of John Jones, the paper should have pub- 
lished Millicent Jones, daughter of Joseph Jones, and sister of John 
Jones, killed at the siege of Savannah. 

The Jones family is not descended from the Pinckney family, unless 
one of the three wives of Col. Miles Brewton was a Miss Pinckney. 
By the marriage of Mary Brewton to Joseph Jones, and of her aunt, 
Ruth Brewton, to William Pinckney, a connection was established be- 
tween the families of Jones, Pinckney and Colcock. 

I believe what Mr. A. S. Salley published in his account of the gene- 
alogy of the Brewton family and their descendants, is reliable, and 
would advise you to procure a copy of the South Carolina Genealogical 
and Historical Magazine, published April, 1901.

Maj. John Jones (son of John Jones and Miss Pinckney), 
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daughter of Maj. William Pinckney, of Charleston, S. C), was 
born Charleston, January 20, 1749, and was killed in the "for- 
lorn-hope" charge on the Spring Hill battery, siege of Savan- 
nah, Ga., October 9, 1779. He was an Aide-de-camp on the 
staff of Gen. Mcintosh. Maj. Jones came to Georgia in 1774, 
and did a large importing mercantile business in the then flour- 
ishing town of Sunbury, Liberty Co., Ga., and was also a large 
planter of rice — his plantation is still known as Rice Hope. 
There will be found in White's Historical Collections of 
Georgia and also in Col. C. C. Jones' History of Georgia, a full 
account of the services of Maj. John Jones in the War of the 
Revolution. I here append a letter from Maj. John Jones to 
his wife while he was in camp at Savannah, Ga. : 

Camp Before Savannah, Ga., 5th October, 1779. 
My dear Polly: The enemy still being obstinate, and not 
knowing how long they may continue so, I must beg the favor 
of you to send off Ishmael immediately, on Black Sloven, with 
a pair of thick breeches, my blue coat, and three ruffled shirts, 
without stocks, and one pair of black silk breeches. Ishmael 
is to go no farther than Mrs. McPherson's at Indian Land, 
where Jacob will meet him. I have sent home my English 
horse; he has been very sick. The time I have been absent 
from you appears almost an age. As soon as this important 
affair is over, I shall immediately return home. 

Your ever affectionate husband, John Jones.

Descent of Sarah Anderson. 

She was the second wife of Capt. Joseph Jones and mother 
of Mary (Mrs. C. C. Jones) and Rev. John Jones, D. D. Her 
mother was Mary Cooper, daughter of John Cooper and Miss 
Merian or Meriam ; she was full sister of Col. John Cooper, who 
commanded a squadron of cavalry at the siege of Savannah, 
Ga., October 9, 1779, and was severely wounded in the battle of 
October 9th. Col. John Cooper was the grand-father of Col. 
Charles P. Cooper, of Jacksonville, Fla. This family hold 
that they are a collateral branch of the same root from which 
came Sir Anthony Ashley Cooper (son of Sir John Cooper), 
and afterward created by Charles II. of England Earl of 
Shaftsbury (see English history). Sir John Cooper married 
Miss Ashley, daughter of Lord Ashley, of England. The Ash- 
leys of Georgia hold that they are a collateral branch of the 
root of the Ashley line. Mary Cornelia Ashley married James 
Dunwody Jones. Her great-grand-father was Wm. Ludovic 
Ashley; her grand- father, Wm. Anthony Ashley; her father, 
Col. Wm. Percy Morf ord Ashley ; and the Coopers of the old 
line claimed relationship with the old Ashleys. Hence two old 
families are reunited in the children of James Dunwody Jones 
and Mary Cornelia Ashley.

The Jones and Nephew Relationship. 

Mr. Peter Nephew, an English gentleman of whose origin 
we know nothing, married the widow of John Cooper — she was 
a Miss Merian, and was the mother of Mary Cooper, who was 
the mother of Sarah Anderson, who was the mother of Mrs. C. 
C. Jones and Rev. John Jones, D. D., who was the father of 
James Dunwody Jones. Peter Nephew had : James Nephew, 
who married Mary Magdalene Gignilliatt, and had Evelyn, 
Clifford and others. Evelyn married Dr. Charles West, Sir., 
and had: Dr. Charles West, Jr., Dr. Joseph West, and eight 
others. Mr. James Nephew began life with small means, but 
his energy commended him to an Englishman named Leavett, 
the first planter of sea island cotton in Georgia. He settled 
Julianton plantation, Harris Neck, Mcintosh Co., Ga., and 
James Nephew managed the business, and also planted a small 
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crop for himself, that was shipped to England with Leavett's. 
His daughter Evelyn was born there. Nephew later settled his 
own plantation near Baisden's Bluff, and called it Manchester, 
and it remains so called to this day; and in time he settled a 
fine rice plantation on Cathead Creek, near Darien, Ga., known 
as Ceylon, even to the present time, and was afterwards owned 
by Dr. Charles West. Mr. James Nephew died 1827, and left 
$2,000 to the Darien Presbyterian Church, and also endowed a 
scholarship in the Columbia, S. C, Presbyterian Seminary. 
David Anderson (a cousin of Mary and John Jones) married 
Hannah West, who was a grand-daughter of James Nephew. 
She died in 1837 — buried in Nephew Cemetery, Mcintosh Co., 
Ga. On her tomb are these words : "God must have needed 
thee in Heaven, or He would not have taken thee from one who 
almost adored thee." 

The Jones and West Relationship. 

*The emigrant West came from Dorchester, England, to 
America — Dorchester, Mass., 1621. The family came to Dor- 
chester, S. C, 1695, and to Liberty Co., Ga., then St. John's 
Parish, 1752.

West 
came thundering close behind, sabre in hand, but the heavier 
horse failed to reach the further bank. McGirt heard the 
splash, and looking back saw the mishap of his pursuer, and 
without stopping, raised his hat, and sung out to West, 

♦Miss Anne M. West says the ancestor came directly from England

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"Hurrah for the Fair America !" Even the redoubtable Mc- 
Girt had no taste for the powerful sabre of the red-headed 
Samuel West.

" DUNWODY 

The ancestor of the Dunwody family, of Liberty and Mc- 
intosh Counties, was John Dunwody, who went to Chester Co., 
Penn., about 1730, from the "Old Country," a man of educa- 
tion and a school teacher, and married, 1740, Susanna Creswell, 
daughter of William Creswell, of Faggs Manor, Chester Co., 
Penn. Of this family, Georgia has just cause to be proud, for 
in the first Executive Council of the Independent Colony she 
had James and John Dunwody; and later, Col. James Dun- 
wody, a Senator of the State; John Dunwody, Esq., of Ros- 
well ; and in the late war between the States, Col. John Dun- 
wody, of Mexican and Confederate States War; Rev. James 
Bulloch Dunwody, Chaplain in C. S. Army; Col. Henry Dun- 
wody, who died on field of Gettysburg, thirty paces in front of 
his regiment ; Capt. Charles A. Dunwody, at first battle of Ma- 
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nassas ; Dr. Wm. Elliott Dunwody, a well known physician of 
Marietta and Macon, Ga. ; the eminent Revs. James and 
Samuel Dunwody; Mayor Harry Dunwody, of Brunswick;

♦John Dennis, of Brunswide, New Jersey, a distinguished 
patriot of the Revolutionary War, member of Provincial Con- 
gress and one who held many offices of trust, is the progenitor 
of branches of the following families : Guerard, Anderson, Ar- 
nold, Millen, Gordon and others. The great-grand-father of 
John Dennis was fCapt. William Sanford, of New Jersey, was 
member of the Lords Proprietors Council under the following : 
Lord Proprietor Philip Carteret, 1675 ; Governor Laurie, 1683- 
1686, and one of the other Governors, 1682 ; and when we re- 
member that in those days to be a member of the Council under 
the Lords Proprietors was almost equivalent to a title of nobil- 
ity, and carried with the position great influence, we can appre- 
ciate the great honor, for New Jersey at one time was a part of 
the County Palatine of New Albion, and the Lord Proprietor 
was entitled Earl Palatine. In the days of the Proprietary and 
Royal Governors, to be a Judge, Justice of the Peace, member 
of the Council, Speaker of Colonial Assembly and member 
thereof, or County Clerk and other positions, were then truly 
honors held by gentlemen or by men of influence ; and so, too, to 
have taken part in freeing the Colonies was a deed commensur- 
ate with the earlier honors of the Colonies, and gave to the

It showed a bold and determined spirit when the Rev. Wm. 
Screven, of Kittery, Maine, decided to migrate to South Caro- 
lina rather than give up his tenets of belief. Allied by mar- 
riage to the eminent families of Cutts and Elliott, he with the 
Elliotts removed to South Carolina and founded Georgetown, 
and became a well known Baptist leader, and founded the Scre- 
ven family, who have in South Carolina and Georgia furnished 
to the professions, to the army and to the State, men of eminent 
worth. Among the members of this family on the roll of honor 
are to be found the brave Gen. James Screven, killed at Mid- 
way, Liberty Co., Ga. His nephew, Maj. John Screven (and 
later on Dr. James Proctor Screven), Mayor of Savannah and

a planter. His son, Col. John Screven, many times Mayor of 
Savannah ; President of the Atlantic and Gulf Railroad ; Presi- 
dent of Confederate Veterans; President of Sons of Revolu- 
tion of Georgia; second General Vice-President National So- 
ciety Sons of Revolution ; President Georgia Historical Society, 
and a gentleman of refined and dignified demeanor, holding 
various positions of eminence; graduate of Franklin College, 
and in all walks a typical gentleman of the South. One of his 
sons, Major Thomas Screven, of Guards Battalion and volun- 
teer in Spanish-American War. Superintendent of Police, 
Acting Mayor of Savannah, and last Judge of the Court of 
Ordinary. Nor are these all, for at different periods we find a 
John Screven, Dr. Richard Bedon Screven and others. So, 
then, this family, descended from Landgrave Smith, the 
Hyrnes, the Bryans of Georgia, and many others, was at once 
a family of high social distinction and eminent in many ways.

Who has not heard of 
the famous Johnstons of the border, so well known in history, 
and so brave? Well may Georgia be proud of her Johnstons, 
for James Johnston was the publisher of the Georgia Gazette, 
without which many facts of history would have been forever 
lost, and his brother, Dr. Lewis Johnston, of Edinburgh, prac- 
ticed medicine with Dr. John Irvine in Georgia, the latter hav- 
ing married (his second marriage), his daughter, Elizabeth 
Johnston. Hon. Lewis Johnston was member of His Majesty's 
Honorable Council, and sided with the Crown during the Revo- 
lution. Went to Jamaica, and died there.

In the reign of Malcolm IV. of Scotland, 1153-65, the grant 
of a Barony was made to Hugo De Padvinan, and the name of 
the Baron was changed to Hugh's-town ; afterward, when sur- 
names came in vogue, and the name was eventually corrupted 
to Houstoun. Several descendants of this Hugo received 
Knighthood, and in 1668 the representative of the family was 
created a Baronet by King Charles II. of England. When 
General Oglethorpe went to Georgia, the 5th Baronet, Sir Pat- 
rick Houstoun, accompanied him, and founded this ancient and 
illustrious family of Georgia, who helped lay the foundations of 
the commonwealth. We find at an early day Dr. Wm. Hous- 
toun a naturalist, being sent by Sir Hans Sloan to gather rare 
exotics in the West Indies. Sir Patrick Houstoun, member of 
His Majesty's Council and President of the same, and Regis- 
trar General. His sons, Sir Patrick Houstoun and *Sir George 
Houstoun, member of the Council of Safety, member of Provin- 
cial Congress, and a very prominent patriot, 1775. John Hous- 
toun, Delegate to Continental Congress, member of first Execu- 
tive Council, Governor of Georgia, Mayor of Savannah, Agent 
of Georgia in boundary disputes, Trustee of State College, 
Chief Justice of Georgia, &c. William Houstoun, Trustee 
State College, Agent of Georgia in settlement of boundary dis- 
putes, Delegate to Federal Convention for Adoption of Consti- 
tution. Dr. James .Houstoun, Surgeon in Continental line of 
Georgia Brigade during the Revolution. 

In later days, Edward Houstoun, a man of prominence, and 
his sons, Dr. J. P. S. Houstoun, a well known physician and 
oculist, of Savannah, and General Patrick Houstoun, Adju- 
tant General of State of Florida, and really by title a Baronet. 
Sir Patrick Houstoun, the founder of the family in Georgia, 
married Lady Priscilla Dunbar, 1736 (Sir Patrick Houstoun 
came to Georgia in 1735), and had the following children :

General Patrick Houstoun, eldest son of Edward Houstoun 
and Claudia Bond, was a most estimable gentleman and 
prominent man, Adjutant General of Florida, President of 
State Senate, and held numerous positions of honor and trust 
in Florida. He was born in Savannah, and died Monday, May 
6, 1901, aged 66 years, in Tallahessee, Fla., his funeral being 
attended by Confederate Veterans and the State Military. The 
greatest honor was shown this eminent man and all united in 
tribute to a worthy son of a distinguished family, who in him- 
self kept up the prestige of the name. He married Martha 
Bradford, daughter of Col. John Bradford, and had four chil- 
dren:

The honorable families of America should keep a faithful 
record of the noble deeds of ancestors, and emulate them in 
deeds of valor worthy of the name. When a family rises to 
importance it should not be forgotten, especially when it has 
contributed to the country services of value to the community. 
That the family of Lewis, of Georgia, is an ancient one and 
that it came to Georgia from Virginia, there can be no doubt, 
and it would also appear to have been connected by descent to 
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the illustrious family of Washington. Prominent among the 
members of the Georgia branch may be memtioned such names 
as Judah Lewis, killed at Midway, in Liberty County, Ga., 
where the gallant Gen. James Screven met his death wound; 
Lieut. Joseph Lewis, Liberty County Militia; Capt. Elijah 
Lewis and others of the name. In earlier times a Samuel 
Lewis was Sheriff of Liberty County, Ga., and later on we find 
John Lewis Sergeant of Liberty County Independent Troop 
and First Corporal and Quartermaster Sergent of the Chatham 
Troop, 1812, who was a man of sterling integrity, and Elder in 
Independent Presbyterian Church, Superintendent of Roswell, 
Cobb County, Sunday School, Chairman of Cherokee Presby- 
tery and Deacons Convention, Cass Co. ; Deputy Collector for 
port of Savannah, Ga., and one of the leading merchants in 
Savannah ; Col. John Nathaniel Lewis, one of the leading citi- 
zents of Savannah ; Hon. Robert Adams Lewis, his brother, one 
of the foremost citizens in Savannah, one of Justices of Inferior 
Court and acting Mayor of Savannah ; Lieut. Robert Henry 
Lewis, a gallant soldier of the war, and his brothers, George 
Seton and Lt. John Adams Lewis, gallant Confederate soldiers. 
In fact, all along the line from before the Revolutionary War 
to the present, we find this family always to the fore, if honor 
and integrity, patriotism and faith to country, are proof. That 
they were in Georgia at an early day, we have the proof in re- 
cords of the name as members of Midway Church ; that they 
held positions as deputy surveyors and other positions, can also 
be proved, and it is quite certain that they all settled in Liberty 
County, and that they came first from Virginia and settled in 
Edgefield District, South Carolina, thence moved to Georgia 
before 1770. There is a record of Samuel Lewis having land 
in North Carolina. Samuel Lewis and wife, Mary, came to 
Georgia, and their children were :

As far as can be learned, this family were in Georgia as early 
as 1754, and were land owners and patriots of the Revolution. 
Judah Lewis was killed by the British at Midway, and Elijah 
Lewis' estate was sequestrated. In 1788, Capt. Elijah Lewis 
had command of a company for defense against the Indians, 
and it is related that Joseph Lewis was in his company during 
the Revolution. In 1774, we find J. Lewis and Elijah Lewis, 
deputy surveyors, taking oath of allegiance to King George, 
but subsequently when the Revolution of 1776 came on, they 
became patriots. Samuel Lewis is mentioned as one of the Tax 
Collectors of Liberty County, also Sheriff, which in those days 
were positions of respectability. John Lewis is mentioned as a 
tutor at Liberty Academy. The name is traced to South Caro- 
lina, District of Ninety-Six, where Samuel Lewis had a grant 
of land, Little Lewis Creek, in 1789; also to State of North 
Carolina, where Samuel Lewis had located land 29 April, 1786, 
dated May 18, 1789. One authority traces family to James- 
town, Va. ; another tradition is they were related to the Wash- 
ington family. We see, however, they were an old Georgia 
family of standing, and that they were an ancient and patriotic 
race of men. Samuel Lewis married Mary , and had, 

beside others, Isaac Lewis, married Susan Kirkland, and had 
Joseph Lewis, married Susannah Baker, and had one son, John 
Lewis, Sergeant in the Liberty Co. Indepndent Troop, Capt. 
Williams, under Maj. John McPherson Berrien. John Lewis 
was Deputy Collector of Port, and Elder in Independent Pres- 
byterian Church, Superintendent Roswell, Cobb Co., Sunday 
School, Chairman of Cherokee Presbytery Elders and Deacons 
Convention, November 18, 1858, composed of thirteen counties, 
and was one of the leading business men of Savannah and a 
landed proprietor. He died in 1869, at his daughter's resi- 
dence in Savannah, Ga. 

John Lewis, son of Joseph and Susannah Baker Lewis, mar- 

t Probably of the Kirklands, of North Carolina. 
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ried, first, Susan Adams, on Tuesday, December 12, 1809, 
daughter of Nathaniel Adams, Esq., planter, of White Bluff, 
Ga., and his wife, Anne Bolton, born May 2, 1752, died April 
27, 1818, daughter of Robert Bolton, Esq., first Postmaster 
in Georgia, and one who held many positions in Royal Colonial 
days, but who united with the Colonists, and was Justice of the 
Peace at White Bluff when he died. Robert Bolton was the 
son of Robert Bolton, of Philadelphia, a merchant and repre- 
sentative citizen and Church Warden of Christ Church, Phila- 
delphia, who had married Ann Clay, nee Curtis, daughter of 
Winlock Curtis and Ann Bowers, daughter of Benaniiel Bow- 
ers and Elizabeth, niece of Henry Dunster, first President of 
Harvard College. Winlock Curtis was son of John Curtis, of 
Kent on Delaware, and a large landed proprietor. His other 
son was John Curtis, Chief Justice of Pennsylvania. The Bol- 
tons were lineal descendants of the Lords Bolton, descendants 
of the ancient Saxon Earls of Mercia, descended from one of 
the Saxon Kings of England. Robert Bolton, of Savannah, 
married Susannah Mauve, daughter of Mathew and Jane 
Mauve, French Huguenots, and very rich, who had to leave 
Switzerland, where they had resided, and fly to America, 
whither they brought their jewels and an illustrated French 
Bible, secreted in a chair made for that purpose. Mathew 
Mauve was born in Vevay, Jane, his wife, in Berne, Switzer- 
land. He died in Savannah, June 28, 1775 ; she died Septem- 
ber 20, 1775. They came to Georgia in 1740. Susannah 
Mauve was born in Switzerland in 1727, and died in 1762, in 
Savannah. 

Nathaniel Adams was born on St. Helena, in the State of 
South Carolina, December 20, 1747; died March 7, 1806, in 
Georgia. He was son of Nathaniel Adams, of South Carolina, 
who married, September 6, 1744, Margaret Ellis, born October 
10, 1727, daughter of Edmund and Anne Ellis, who died March 
31, 1738. Edmund Ellis, who died St. Helena, S. C, August 
29, 1734, was son of Ellis, a landed proprietor of Durham, Eng- 
land, who came to South Carolina, and who married Mary 
Wilkinson. The Adams are said to be of same family as that 
of John Adams, of Massachusetts. John Lewis and Susan 
Adams had the following children :

Margaret King was sis- 
ter to Susan Adams, first wife of John Lewis, and married, sec- 
ond, to John Lewis, by Rev. Henry Kollock, June 13, 1826, and 
had Mary Eliza Adams Lewis, born January 1, 1828; married 
by Rev. Nathaniel Pratt, of Roswell, Ga., November 6, 1851, 
Dr. William Gaston Bulloch. 

John Nathaniel Lewis, son of John Lewis and Susan Adams, 
was born in Savannah, Ga., January 21, 1812; he was educated 
at Chatham Academy, under the Rev. George White, D. D., 
and at the age of sixteen entered the counting room of R. & 
W. King ; thence entered counting room of J. Stone & Co. ; then 
went with Geo. B. dimming, banker, where he remained thirty- 
three years; after which he entered the Savannah Bank and 
Trust Co., where he acted as corresponding clerk. He has held 
numerous positions of honor and trust in several banks. He 
joined the Odd Fellows and rose to be Noble Grand in the or- 
der and also Grand Secretary of Grand Lodge of Georgia. In 
November, 1829, he joined the Savannah Guards, under Josiah 
R. Tattnall, and rose to be Lieutenant of the corps under Capt. 
W. P. Bowen, and at one time was acting commander of the 
corps. He was also instrumental in organizing the Oglethorpe 
Light Infantry, and was Captain of the company. In 1843, or 
about that time, he was Colonel of the First Regiment, and 
commanded it when it took part in a celebrated sham battle, and 
his regiment was then composed of the volunteer and militia 
companies. In 1854, the Savannah Benevolent Association 
was formed, Mr. Lewis being one of the incorporators, and for 
years the Secretary of the association, and a noble institution it 
was — intended to relieve the sick and afflicted in the yellow 
fever epidemics. Under the separate administrations of Dr. 
Wayne, John E. Ward and Edward C. Anderson, Esq., Mayors 
of the city, he was Alderman of Savannah, Chairman of 
Council and acting Mayor, and he has been Chairman of the 
Board and one of the Trustees of the Georgia Infirmary. As 
a member of the Independent Presbyterian Church, he has 
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for years been a Trustee of the church ; in home life exemp- 
lary as a husband and father. During the late war he entered 
the Tattnall Home Guards, and was a Lieutenant of the com- 
pany, which corps built the fortifications around Fort Boggs 
and the city; and afterward went with the officers of State 
Bank to Macon, with the assets, and remained there until the 
close of the war. He married Frances Simond Henry, sister 
of Judge Charles Seaton Henry, and daughter of Robert 
Henry, an eminent merchant and gentleman of Albany, New 
York (son of Robert Henry and Miss Verner), and Isabelle 
Seaton, daughter of Andrew Seaton, said to be of the Barnes 
family, and his wife, Margaret Seaton, daughter of John Sea- 
ton and his wife, Elizabeth Seaton, of Belssies. These are of 
the Royal House of Seaton.

One of these Barringtons (probably the 
above Josiah), who died previously or during the Revolution- 
ary War, married Miss Williams, whose brothers were Thomas 
Williams, a minister, Richard Williams and Stephen Williams ; 
her other brothers were planters, who lived in Savannah from 
the earliest times — well known people, respected by all and gen- 
tlemen of the "Old School." The issue of the above marriage 
were two daughters. 

I. Eliza Barrington, married Wm. Cook, an English Barris- 
ter, an elegant and accomplished gentleman, who had come to 
Savannah, Ga., on a business trip. Mr. Cook had been a great 
traveler, and was considered one of the most accomplished and 
polished gentlemen of the "Old School." His relatives in Eng- 
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land had expected him to marry there, but Miss Barrington's 
beauty captivated him. 

II. Katharine Barrington, sister of Eliza, married Roswell 
King, of Sharon, Conn., a man of sterling integrity and fine 
mind, and from this marriage the Kings, of Liberty County and 
Roswell, Ga., descend. 

The Maxwells, of Liberty Co., Ga., are an ancient family, and 
have long been settled in Georgia, and from them and the 
Kings does James Audley Maxwell King descend. James 
Maxwell, of Bryan County, and Audley, were brothers, and the 
family were from Ireland, and undoubtedly of the Maxwells of 
Nithsdale, Dumfriesshire, Scotland; the "Arms" on will of 
James Maxwell being three roses, crest ; a stag statant. Both of 
these Liberty and Bryan Co. Maxwells were prominent fami- 
lies, both served their country well, and their connections were 
both with such ancient families as Bulloch, Dunwody, Mackay, 
Powell, Habersham, Schley, Screven, Footman, Ways and 
others. This branch of the Lewis, of Liberty County, descend 
from the Maxwells, Kings, Barringtons, Cooks, Williams, 
Adams, Boltons, Mauves, Curtis and others. 

Margaret Lewis, daughter of John Lewis and Susan Adams, 
married Noble Andrew *Hardee, a lawyer and eminent mer- 
chant, brother of Gen. Wm. J. Hardee, an eminent Confederate 
States General, formerly of the U. S. Army and Commandant 
of the U. S. Military Academy at West Point, sons of Maj. 
John Hardee and Miss Ellis. The Hardees came originally 
from North Carolina to South Carolina, thence to Georgia, and 
can trace back a number of generations. There was a Capt. 
Hardy, who commanded a galley during the Revolutionary 
War, in Georgia, and Major Hardee was a Lieutenant in War 
1812. Margaret Lewis and Noble Andrew Hardee had the fol- 
lowing children :

Away back in annals of Georgia we find a Nephew occupying 
an official position in Colonial times, and a "Nevie" had a grant 
of land at an early day in Georgia. 

Roswell King was from Sharon, Conn., and was a man of 
energy and force of character. He married Catharine Barring- 
ton, daughter of Josiah (?) Barrington and Miss William*. 
The Kings were gallant soldiers during the late war, 1861-65, 
and among the brothers were Rev. Charles Barrington King, 
who married Anna W. Habersham ; Capt. Thomas King, Lieut. 
Barrington King, and Capt. James Roswell King, who married, 
second, Meta Lewis, and Capt. Clifford A. King, who married 
Mary Ellis Hardee, and had issue (see King). Roswell was a 
delightful and refined community, composed of settlers from 
the low country. 

Mary Eliza Adams Lewis, only child of John Lewis, by his 
second marriage to Margaret King, nee Adams, sister of Susan 
Adams, his first wife, married by Rev. Nathaniel Pratt, No- 
vember 6, 1851. 

Dr. Wm. Gaston Bulloch, an eminent surgeon and physician, 
who served as surgeon, rank of Major, during war between the 
States, a writer and Professor in Savannah Medical College, 
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graduate of Yale College, 1835, anc * member of "Skull and 
Cross Bones Society," of University of Pennsylvania, in medi- 
cine. He was the son of John Irvine Bulloch, eldest son of 
James Bulloch and Ann Irvine, daughter of Dr. John Irvine 
and Ann Elizabeth Baillie, daughter of Col. Kenneth Baillie. 
Dr. Irvine was son of Charles Irvine, of Cults, and Euphemia 
Douglass, of Tilwhilly, John Irvine Bulloch married Charlotte, 
daughter of Judge John Glen and Sarah, daughter of Dr. N. 
W. Jones.

May 12, 1762, we find deed of record of 450 acres of land on 
Altahama, deeded by Samuel Lewis to his brother, John Lewis, 
sons of Samuel and Mary, his wife. This second Samuel 
Lewis went to Nashville, Tenn., thence to Natchez, Miss., 
where he had a son, Samuel Lewis, the third Samuel Lewis. 
The second was, it is said, killed by Indians in Tennessee, 
though it is certain he went to Natchez, Miss., where his son, 
Samuel, the third, was born, and where his uncle, Capt. Elijah 
Lewis, went and brought him back to Liberty Co., Ga., where 
he became a planter. His mother married, second, in Missis- 
sippi, Wm. Fulsome, and had a son, Wm. Fulsome. Samuel 
Lewis, third, married, first, August 22, 1805, Susannah Mann, 
who died December 25, 1809. He married, second, Drusilla 
Hines or Way, who married, first, April 2, 1799, Wm. Way, 
Sr., and had Wm. I. Way.

Biographical Sketch of John Lewis 

John Lewis was born in Mcintosh County, Ga., in 1782, 
and died in 1866, of paralysis, at the residence of his daughter, 
Mrs. Hardee. He was the son of Joseph Lewis and Susan- 
nah Baker, and losing his father at an early age, had to shift 
for himself. Leaving Mcintosh County, and going to Sa- 
vannah, Ga., when a lad, he early commenced a business 
career, becoming one of the foremost merchants of his day and 
time — the firm of Lewis & Stone being a well known and pros- 
perous business house, dealing in every kind of merchandise. 
Savannah in those days having no railroads, the planters bring- 
ing their produce, cotton, rice, etc., to the merchants, who were 
buyers, cotton factors, and general merchants — the business 
then being conducted by some of the very best people of the 
land, and not, as later on, by adventurers and aliens. After- 
ward, most of the gentlemen retired from business, leaving it 
to a different sort of people. John Lewis, in his young days, 
was quite a fashionable man, and at one time owned a large 
quantity of real estate in Savannah, which was all lost by a 
large fire, causing his failure ; but such was the honor of the 
man, that he gave up everything, and went to the Suwanee 
Springs, in Florida, where he made quite a sum of money, 
though at one time the family had to flee in great haste from 
the Indians. John Lewis having lost his first wife, ever after- 
ward gave up fashionable life, became a consistent member of 
the Independent Presbyterian Church, an Elder in it, Superin- 
tendent of Roswell, Cobb County, Sunday School, Chairman of 
Cherokee Deacons and Elders Convention of thirteen counties, 
was Deputy Collector of Port, was a man pre-eminently noted 
for the strictest honor, conscientious to a high degree, truthful, 
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moral, and a high-toned gentleman. Nor was he lacking in 
patriotism. Early, from the age of six, used to the carrying 
of a gun, when his country called him to arms, we find him 
Sergeant in Liberty County Independent Troop, 1812, First 
Corporal and Quartermaster Sergeant in Chatham Troop, Capt. 
Williams commanding, Major John McPherson Berrien's com- 
mand, 181 2, when they assembled to repel an attack of the 
British. John Lewis retired from business to his country 
estate in the beautiful village of Roswell, Cobb County, Ga., 
and left when he died property in Savannah, Ga., and large 
bodies of land. 

Note. — Will of Jacob Lewis and others : Will of Jacob Lewis, wherein 
he left property to his brothers, Isaac, Judah, Elijah and Joseph Lewis, 
sister Demmis Lewis, also nephew Joseph Lewis. Will of Abraham 
Lewis, in which he leaves property to his brothers, Joseph, Judah, 
Elijah and Isaac, and his sister, Demmis Lewis, dated 17th June, 1774. 
Will of John Lewis, recorded and dated August 2Qth, 1763, witnessed 
by Demmis, Abraham and Joseph Lewis ; left property to Samuel Lewis, 
his father. Will of Evan Lewis on record, seems to be of same line. 
Samuel Lewis, deed to John, 450 acres on Altamaha River, May 12, 
1762. Deed Samuel Lewis to John, of farm stock, June 25, 1762.

As a good many families in this work descend from this old 
and honorable line of South Carolina and Georgia, and as more 
reliable records have come to light since the publication of the 
history of the Bryans in the work on Bellinger and DeVeaux, 
and as several errors were made, notably in assigning the de- 
scent of the Adams, Habershams, Stiles and others from Hugh 
Bryan and Catharine Barnwell, instead of from Joseph Bryan, 
grand-son of first Joseph Bryan and Janet Cochran, we here 
publish the most reliable record of the family taken from the 
best of references. 

Note. — One of the Bryans was administrator of James Cochran in 
1724. 

"In a deed dated October 23, 1735, and recorded in Charleston, Joseph 
Bryan, the 2d, recites that his father, Joseoh Bryan, died intestate, and 
that his eldest son was the Joseph who makes this deed." 

Deeds on record in Charleston from Hugh Bryan mention that his 
father was Joseph; that his eldest brother was Joseph, and also deeds 
showing that the brother of Hugh was Jonathan, and the will of Wil- 
liam Edwards Cochran, recorded here, leaves as his executrix his wife, 
Hannah, and her two brothers, Hugh and Jonathan Bryan. 

Joseph Bryan (2d), had a son, Joseph (the 3d), for he is mentioned 
in a conveyance from Hugh Bryan, recorded here, as the son of the 
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brother of Hugh Joseph (2d), who is described as the son and heir of 
Joseph (the 1st). Elizabeth Bryan is also mentioned in same deed as 
daughter of Joseph (the wife of Stephen Bull). This Stephen Bull was 
son of Burnaby Bull, and a cousin of Gen. Stephen Bull, of the Revolu- 
tionary War, and was not the Stephen Bull of Sheldon. 

In Colonial Park, Savannah, we find an inscription of Mrs. Joseph 
Bryan, of South Carolina, who died May 26, 1766, aged 64. Near by 
is buried her son by first marriage with John Williamson, William 
Bower Williamson, who was father of Mary Bower Williamson, first 
wife of Edward Barnwell, Sr., and mother of Edward Barnwell, Jr., 
grand-father on his mother's side of Hon. Joseph W. Barnwell, to whom 
the author is indebted for these notes. The marriage settlement of 
Ann Bryan, upon her marriage with James Cuthbert, shows that she 
was the daughter of Joseph Bryan and the widow Williamson. Now, as 
John Williamson died in 1732, and Joseph (2d) died in 1735, if is almost 
certain that Joseph Bryan, 3d, and Elizabeth, Mrs. Bull, must have been 
by a former wife. . She may have been Mrs. Murray. 

Joseph Bryan, 3d, died between the 13th of January, 1750, and Febru- 
ary, 1752, for his will is dated and proved on those dates respectively. 
He married, on January 9, 1741, Mary Storey, and his will mentions 
his wife, Mary, and daughters, Mary and Agnes. 

It would now seem that Hugh Bryan has probably no descendants, 
though he had a daughter, Mary, mentioned in a deed of William Bran- 
ford, Jr., dated February 29, 1747. William Branford devised to his 
daughter, Martha, afterwards Martha Bryan, who died intestate, leav- 
ing an only daughter, Mary, now Mary Branford. The St. Andrew's 
Register shows Hugh Bryan married, first, Martha Branford; the St. 
Helena Paris Register, a wife, Mary, also Catharine Barnwell, and other 
records that he married Mary Prioleau. So it seems he married four 
times and had a daughter, Mrs. Branford, and one styling herself Mrs. 
E. T., who writes of the death of Catharine, who could not have been 
her mother, as Mrs. E. T. was grown and married, and Catharine Barn- 
well's daughter could not have been over five years, if she had one, and 
the letter was evidently to an older person than a child of five; besides, 
all testimony now shows that Catharine Barnwell had no children by 
Hugh Bryan. Both the St. Philips Parish Register and a deed from 
Mary Bryan, dated April 18, 1758, in which she describes herself as 
widow of Bryan (shows her to have been Mary Prioleau), and also by 
her marriage settlement, upon her marriage to Rev. William Hutson, 
on October 10, 1758, where she describes herself as widow of Hugh 
Bryan (see Living Christianity). 

This honorable family is connected by marriage to the fami- 
lies of Cochran, Barnwell, Prioleau, Bull, Bradford, Storey, 
Bedon, Pendarvis, Screven, Williamson and others of South 
Carolina, and to "Cuthbert of Drakies," Houstoun, Screven, 
Wylly, Adams, Morel, Neyle, King, Stiles, Habersham, Wood- 
bridge, Footman and many others in Georgia, and Randolph, 
Coulter, &c, of Virginia. Many are its descendants, and the 
name of Bryan is perpetuated in the names of Bryan County 
and Bryan street, in Savannah, Ga. The deeds of this eminent 
family are written on the pages of history, and Georgia owes a 
debt of gratitude to "The Bryan." 
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The earliest mention of this family in South Carolina is in a 
grant to Joseph Bryan, on January 12, 1705, mentioned in a 
mortgage of June 9, 1737, and recorded in Charleston.

This well known family, whose connections embrace a large 
number of the very best people of Savannah, and which has 
occupied the highest social position in the city, and which by 
intermarriage is connected to the Habersham, Wayne, Wallace, 
Gordon, Anderson, Lewis, Parsons, Haskell, Thomas, Haynes, 
Daniel and others, is descended from Owen Owens, at one time 
an Alderman of Savannah, and who owned a place on St. Cath- 
arine's Island, in Georgia. His son, George W. Owens, a 
member of Congress 1835-39, married Miss Wallace, a daugh- 
ter of the Hon. John Wallace, British Vice Consul for Georgia. 
Of members of this family who have contributed to the honor 
of the State we may mention Col. Geo. S. Owens, President of 
the Oglethorpe Club, member of Georgia Legislature, and a 
gentleman well and socially known in many ways. His 
brothers, John Owens, attorney at law, Richard N. Owens, 
Solicitor General erf Georgia, and others now alive who are 
well known as gentlemen of standing.

' ANDERSON 

Such was the martial spirit of the early Georgians that one 
can scarcely point to any one family as a military one more than 
the other ; but certain it is that the family of Anderson deserve 
this title, and its members in all walks of life have ever been 
to the fore, and its connection to the Waynes, Houstouns, 
Randolphs, Dennis, Berriens, Lamars, Wraggs, Jones, Wal- 
laces, Owens, Gordons, Lewis and others shows its high social 
position ; and as we lift the veil and see the many scores of this 
line who have risen to eminence, well may we feel a laudable 
pride in the purely Savannah family of Anderson. Among the 
members of this family we may enumerate: Capt. John W. 
Anderson, of the "Blues," a prominent merchant and Superin- 
tendent of Independent Presbyterian Sunday School ; his sons, 
Gen. Robert H. Anderson, a West Pointer, of the Confederate 
States Army; Major George Anderson, of Fort McAllister 
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fame; Capt. John W. Anderson, of the Savannah Cadets; Col. 
Clifford A. Anderson, of ist Georgia Regiment, and Hon. Ed- 
ward C. Anderson, brother of Capt. Jno. W. Anderson, who for 
many times was Mayor of Savannah and a Colonel C. S. A., 
and his son, Edward C. Anderson, midshipman on Alabama, 
when in the fight with Kersearge off coast of France ; and Col. 
Edward C. Anderson, Jr., C. S. A., nephew of Col. E. C. An- 
derson, a prominent banker, and others well known of the 
name. The ancestor of this family was a Scotchman, Capt. 
George Anderson, of Berwick, and his son, George Anderson, 
Alderman of Savannah, 1798, and daughter, Mary, who came 
to Georgia before the Revolutionary War. 

The Anderson Family of Savannah, Ga. 

Capt. George Anderson, of the city of New York, was, as 
far as is known, the first member of this family in America. 
He is supposed to have come to this country prior to the year 
1760, md, according to the tradition in the family, is said to 
have come from the neighborhood of Berwick on the Tweed, 
in Northumberland County, England. The plantation owned 
by his son, near Savannah, and still in the possession of some 
of the family, received the name of "Berwick," it is said, from 
that circumstance. Capt. George Anderson was married, on 
February 16th, 1761, by the Rev. Henry Barclay, Rector of 
Trinity Church in New York City, to Deborah Grant, also of 
New York City (born 1736). Their marriage certificate is 
now in the possession of J. Randolph Anderson, Esq., of Sa- 
vannah. In the latter part of the year 1763 they removed to 
Savannah, in the Province of Georgia, where George Anderson 
became the owner and commander of the ship "Georgia 
Paquet." George Anderson died at sea on board said vessel, 
in September, 1775, while on a voyage from Savannah to Great 
Britain, leaving his widow and three children surviving him. 
His will is of record in the office of the Secretary of State of 
the State of Georgia, in Book of Wills "B," pages 194-196. 
His widow, Mrs. Deborah Anderson, continued to reside in 
Savannah, and died there at the age of 76, on May 5th, 1812. 
The issue of George Anderson and Deborah Grant were : 

I. John Anderson, born June, 1762; married, March 18, 

1790, Susanna Wylly, and left issue.

I. Capt. John Anderson, of the Royal Army, eldest child of 
George Anderson and Deborah Grant, was born June, 1762. 
He was intended for the church, and at the outbreak of the 
American Revolution was at school in England, where he was 
being educated for that end. The war, however, changed his 
career. In a letter written by him, May 9, 1838, to his son, 
Major John Grant Anderson, of the Royal Army, he relates 
that on the recapture of Savannah by the British in 1778, he 
sailed for Georgia on a man-of-war in the suite of the Gover- 
nor, Sir James Wright, and that through the influence of the 
Governor, who was well acquainted with his family, he was 
entered as a midshipman in the navy on the books of the vessel, 
which was commanded by Capt. Sir James Wallace. After 
taking part in several naval battles of fleets and single ships, 
he was captured by a French fleet, but was immediately ex- 
changed, and landed in Georgia, where he was given a com- 
mission in an infantry regiment, and later transferred to the 
cavalry. Upon the formation of a select corps of light dra- 
goons, composed of sixty picked men each from six separate 
regiments, he was appointed Lieutenant of the company se- 
lected from his regiment. He served in this corps with dis- 
tinguished gallantry, and during the last year of the war was 
promoted to the command of a company, though barely twenty 
years of age. At the conclusion of the Revolutionary War, he 
settled in the Bahama Islands, where he was granted 500 acres 
of land by the government for his services, and where, on 
March 18, 1790, he married Susanna Wylly (born April 17, 
1763), a daughter of Alexander Wylly, originally of Coleraine 
County, Ireland, who had been Speaker of the Colonial Assem- 
bly of Georgia and Secretary of the Governor's Council before 
the Revolution. The issue of Capt. John Anderson and Su- 
sanna Wylly were :

Wylly, John Grant Anderson became a Major in the English 
Army. The youngest son, Sir George Campbell Anderson, 
became Chief Justice and Governor General of the Bahama 
Islands, and was created a Baronet by Queen Victoria in 1874 ; 
and one of the latter's sons, Sir William John Anderson, was 
Chief Justice of the Colony of British Honduras up to Janu- 
ary, 1900, and is at present Chief Justice of the Island of Trin- 
idad. 

II. Mary Anderson, second child of George Anderson and 
Deborah Grant, was born in Savannah, July 30, 1766, and died 
December 31, 1852. She married, June 12, 1781, John Wal- 
lace, of Scotland, who was the first English Consul in Savan- 
nah after the American Revolution, a brother of Hon. James 
Wallace and of Hon. Michael Wallace, who moved to Nova 
Scotia and rose to high offices of trust in that Colony. The 
issue of Mary Anderson and John Wallace were :

He married, May 11, 1820, 
his first cousin, Eliza Clifford Stites, daughter of Richard 
Montgomery Stites and Mary Wayne (and grand-daughter of 
Richard Wayne and Elizabeth Clifford). In the war of 181 2- 
181 5 he was commissioned Major in the service of the United 
States and subsequently attained great prominence in the finan- 
cial world. He was for forty years the President of the 
Planters' Bank in Savannah, and during the administration of 
President Jackson was tendered, but declined, the important 
office of Secretary of the Treasury of the United States. The 
children of George Wayne Anderson and Eliza Clifford Stites 
were:

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ADDENDA 

There being some controversy as to the descent of the Jones 
family of Carolina, the author thinks it proper to make the 
following statement : Mr. Dunwody Jones claims descent from 
the family of Pinckney through the marriage of a Jones to a 
Pinckney. The Colcocks, who also descend from Jones, say 
there was no such marriage ; that they descend from the Brew- 
tons. Mr. Jones claims his record is correct, and that he does 
not descend from the Brewtons, but from Pinckney.

The place which gave a surname to our family, Haberg- 
ham, was a village with few inhabitants in the 12th century. 
In a charter dated 31st Edw. Ill (1358), it is called " Ham- 
letta de Habrincham in villa de Brunley . ' ' Before then it had 
been called Hambrigham, referable, says Whitaker, to the 
well-known Han or Ham-bridge. "The Hanbridge Water, 
a small spring which lies between Burnley and Townley, 
yields/ ' says Charles Leigh, Doctor of Physick, "a natron or 
natural alcali," in his "Natural History of Lancashire, 
Cheshire and the Peak in Derbyshire," published in the year 
1700. 

After being written Habrincham, the hamlet got to be spelt 
Habringham, and lastly Habergham. "Habergham Eaves," 
says Baines in 1824, in his Lancashire Gazetteer, " is a large 
township about four miles in length, and from one to two in 
breadth. A respectable family flourished at the Hall for four 
centuries, but John Habergham, the last of the race, dying 
without issue in 1725, and having by his excesses dissipated 
his paternal inheritance, the estate came into the hands of 
George Halsted of Manchester, the mortgagee, by foreclosure, 
and is now enjoyed by the Halsteds of Rowley. 

The word Eaves, appended to Habergham, is said to be 
from the Anglo-Saxon and means "a tract of ground sur- 
rounding a principal mansion, as in Bnshill Eaves.' ' 

Habergham Hall was pulled down about the year 1801 and 
a farm house erected near to where it stood for centuries, near 
to an oak tree still existing in a very venerable condition, the 
trunk hollow to the top. 

Much that is interesting is recorded by Lancashire historians 
of the Habergham family. In Whitaker's "History of the 
Parish of Whilley," is the pedigree mainly transcribed from 
Christopher Townley's manuscript, which shows that more 
than once there was a union by marriage of the Haberghams 
and the Townleys of Townley Hall, a family whose pedigree 
begins as far back as the time of "King Alfred the Great." 

Baines' "History and Directory of Lancashire," published 
in 1824, contains valuable information of the Habergham 
family. Habergham Eaves is there mentioned as "a place in 
the town of Burnley" which, on the evidence of a charter 
dated 31 Edward III, "gave name to a family of whom we 
find as early as 1201 three sisters engaged in litigation respect- 
ing their possessions in Habringham." The ancient record 
states that Alina and Sabina de Habringham owe xxs to the 
King on account of a petition pending in the county court 
for four bovates of land in Habringham (spelt Hauringham) 
in which they pray that the plaint may be heard at Westmin- 
ster. 

It has been surmised that those three sisters were daughters 
of the Matthew de Hambringham to whom Roger de Laci (who 



died October i, 121 1) gave oxgangs of land in Hambringham, 
and that the grant may be accounted for by supposing that hie 
was with Roger de Laci and King Richard I in Palestine, but 
the evidence is not clear as to how he was related to the first 
name in the Lancashire pedigree of the Haberghams. 

This " Matthew de Hambrigham" may have been our an- 
cestor for he may have had a son as well as daughters suppos- 
ing they were his daughters. 

Dr. Whitaker in his "History of the parish of Whulley," 
says (page 315) the two oxgangs of land granted by Roger de 
Lacy to Matthew de Hambringham "are in fact the original 
demense of Habergham Hall," and that he cannot acoount 
for the omission, in the great inquisition, after the death of 
Henry de Lacy in 131 1," of any mention whatever of those 
oxgangs of land granted long before by Roger de Lacy. 

Christopher Townley's M. M. S. from which Whitaker tran- 
scribes the Habergham Hall pedigree mentions the name Peter 
in a passage worded thus, "Grants the homage and service 01 
Adam, son of Peter de Habringham, in Wardis Relievis, etc." 
Adam de Habringham is the first name in the pedigree, as 
Whitaker gives it, tracing the decent from father to son, al- 
though previously, from charters without date, occur the names 
Peter and Geoffrey not actually in rhe pedigree. Regarding 
this Peter as the father of the Adam at the head of the pedi- 
gree, we may suppose htm to be the son of the Matthew asso- 
ciated by Whitaker with * 'the original demenseof Habringham 
Hall," but he may have been a brother. Whitaker is silent 
as to the three sisters, Alina, Sabina and Eugenta, who had 
the litigation in 120 1, referred to in Blaines' History of Lanca- 
shire. Those three sisters interfere with the thought of a di- 
rect descent from the Matthew the recipient of Roger de Lacy's 
grant. 

How are we to suppose they came to have Latin names? 
Was their mother a Roman lady, and if she had a son would 
she be likely to choose Peter for his baptismal name? 

The evidence we huve that the name of the father of the 
Adam de Habringham who is at the head of the pedigree was 
Peter, is supplied by the note attached by a star to the person 
of that name thus, Peter* and which note is worded as I have 
stated, "Grants the homage and service of Adam, son of 
Peter de Habringham, in Wardis Relievis, etc. Townley 
MSS to which Whitaker adds the remark, "This seems to 
have been the first Adam, that is, the one at the head of the 
pedigree, and next to which is another Matthew de Habring- 
ham," and then in the next line, "Adam de Habringham VIX 
1310." and two younger brothers, "Henry and William de 
Habringham" who "held lands here of the gift of Henry de 
Lacy, 1310." 

Whitaker, to the Adam who lived in 1310, attaches a note 



thus." It is extraordinary that Christopher Townley, who 
first compiled the pedigree had actually transcribed charters 
from which I have given these five descents, and yet has 
omitted them all even the first grantee from Roger de Lacy." 

It is doubtful which of the five descents Whitaker refers to. 
He leaves the problem unsolved as to who was the father of 
Peter de Habringham. 

I am able to say I am of a family of which the first name 
recorded lived in the reign of Richard Coeur de Lion, although 
I cannot affirm that I am descended from the Matthew de Ham- 
bringham to whom Roger de Lacy, who died in 121 1, granted 
two oxgangs of land in Hambringham, and was probably a 
crusader. Before him land may havte been owned by Haberg- 
hams in ' ' Hambrigham. " The evidence of charters is un- 
questionable, which cannot be said of the inferences of Dr. 
Whitaker, who appears not to have known of the three sisters, 
Alina, Sabina and Eugenta and their litigation about four 
bovates ot land in 1 201 . If he had known this would he have 
have inferred that the grant of two oxgangs of land to Matthew 
by Roger de Lacy between the year 1 192 when Roger became 
owner of estates in Lancashire, and the year 121 1, when he 
died, was the original demesne of Habergham Hall? Matthew, 
the grantee of the two oxgangs, must have been dead before 
1 20 1, if the three sisters who quarrelled over the four bovates 
were his daughters. With him, it is certain they were con- 
temporary at a date between 1 192 and 1211, but they may have 
been his sisters or his aunts, members of a family of which 
Matthew de Hambrigham was not the first recipient of grants 
of land, or the first occupant of a hall in the. hamlet. 

The will of the first member of our family who became res- 
ident in the Hallamshire part of Yorkshire, is dated 1541, the 
32nd year of the reign of Henry VIII. He died in that year, 
bequeathing his copyhold and leasehold land at Treeton, near 
Sheffield, and his armour, "used in the service" of the lord of 
the manor, the Earl of Shrewsbury, to his eldest son Thomas, 
whose will was proved in 1556, and shows that all his children 
were daughters. But he had a brother William, who was 
evidently the father of the Edward Habergham (spelt and pro- 
nounced Haberjam) whose names stands at the head of the 
Yorkshire pedigree which the late Dr. Samuel Osborne Ha- 
bershon, when a youth, helped his father to verify by refer- 
ence to the Register of births, marriages and burials in the 
possession of the Rector of Handsworth near Sheffield. That 
Edward Haberjam was buried, as evidenced by the Hands- 
worth register, November 12, 1584. We have all supposed, 
until I obtained from the British Museum, extracts from the 
will of Thomas of Treeton, and the will of his son Thomas, 
that the Edward Haberjam who died in 1584 was the first of 
the Lancashire family who settled in the Hallamshire part of 



Yorkshire. I have discovered that the house where the Tree- 
ton church registers were deposited in the 16th century was 
destroyed by fire, and thus may be accounted for no evidence 
as to the birthplace of our ancestor Edward. 

The pedigree shows that the Handsworth and Rotherham 
Habershons descend from the said Edward's third son Francis. 
We knew that Edward's eldest son's name was Robert, who 
named his son Thomas; but, not knowing that Thomas was 
the name of Edward's uncle, and of his grandfather, and see- 
ing that the name Robert occurs in the Lancashire pedigree 
at a date which seemed to indicate that the Lancashire and 
Yorkshire pedigrees may be joined, we all believed that 
Robert Habergham, the brother of William Habergham of 
Habergham Hall, near Burnley, was the father of our Hands- 
worth ancestor Edward. We know now, that we are not 
descendants of that Robert, but of the Robert of the line above, 
the younger brother of Hugh Habergham, of Habergham 
Hall, who in the year 1533, 24th of the reign of Henry VIII, 
had to do with the rebuilding of a portion of Burnley church, 
as evidenced by an indenture of that date. 

The Harlean Manuscripts in the British Museum I referred 
to, on January 29th, 1874, to ascertain exactly what was the 
armourial bearings of the family at Habergham Hall when it 
branched into Yorkshire. 

I found that at the/ 'visitation of Lancashire, etc.," made 
in 1567, 9th of, of Elizabeth. ' 'Haberiani de Haberiam" bore 
"Ar. 3 Crosses couped sa." pictured thus (1) without any 
crest, the crosses black couped on silver ground. 

This positive evidence that at the date of the visitation only 
* 'three crosses couped" were on the Habergham shield, is im- 
portant from the point of view of the Yorkshire branch of the 
family, the descent of which is not from the Habergham Hall 
Haberghams after they began to have for their shield 
"Argent three pole axes sable, or, three cross crosslets." 

Not applicable to a period previously to reign of Elizabeth 
when there was that ' 'visitation of Lancashire, etc," are the 
words of Dr. Whitaker, "At Habergham Hall flourished for 
several centuries a respectable family who bore 'Argent three 
pole axes sable, or three cross crosslets.' " 

As early as the resign of Henry VIII we know that a 
Thomas of our name was located at Treeton, near Sheffield, 
who had coat of armour, and his arms would be "Ar. three 
crosses couped sa." as evidenced by the Harlean Manuscripts. 

The crest which we Yorkshire Habershons have been using 
for about seventy years representing the word Habergeon 
which Nuttall's dictionary says means "a coat of mail or 
armour to defend the neck and breast," was adopted with the 
sanction of the Heralds College by Mr. Matthew Habershon, 
the architect of Bonner's Hall, London, the eldest son of Mr. 



Matthew Habershon of the Holmes, near Rotherham, York- 
shire, and grandson of the Matthew Habershon who canie 
from Handsworth to Rotherham in the early part of the eigh- 
teenth century, was baptized at Handsworth church as the son 
of Mahlon Haberjam, and had his name spelt Habersham as 
seen in an agreement of which a copy is extant. About the 
time he lived the Handsworth Haberjams began to spell the 
name Habershon, and on his grave stone in Rotherham church- 
yard his name is spelt thus, although on the evidence of the 
Handsworth register of baptisms, he was the son of Mahlon 
Haberjam. 

A shield with three poles axes, I saw in the Har- 
lean MSS., Vol. 1468, page 96-102, as the arms of Haberiam 
de Haberiam. We may therefore infer that at some uncertain 
date after the Lancashire " Visitation' ' in 1567, there was a 
union of two branches of the family, and that thus may be 
accounted for the blending of the three crosses and the pole 
axes on our shield. Perhaps some descendant of the ' 'Henry ' ' 
or "William de Habringham who held lands the gift of Henry 
de Lacy in 13 10" may have married one of the persons named 
in the pedigree as descending from their older brother. "Adam 
de Habringham, VIX 13 10. " Except in one or two instances 
the pedigree is silent as to who were the wives of the men in 
the line of succession of the oldest branch: 

Gregson in his "Historical Fragments of Lancashire" is 
evidential as to what arms can be used by Habershams of the 
branch of the family which is known to have settled in York- 
shire in the time of Henry VIII, and had a grant of copyhold 
land from the Earl of Shrewsbury, lord of the manor of Tree- 
ton in Hallamshire, for in Gregson 's book is to be seen 
"The coat of arms of the family of Haberjam." 

I should be much pleased to have confirmation of the state- 
ment of a descendant of James Habersham, the president of 
Georgia, that he was of the Yorkshire branch of the Haberg- 
ham family. I should like also to know whether in the Lan- 
cashire of Yorkshire pedigree can be properly placed the Rev. 
Samuel ITabergham, who was one of the two thousand minis- 
ters ejected from the Episcopal church by the Act of Uniform- 
ity in 1662. Of him there is mention in Palmer's "Noicon- 
formist memorial" (vol, 3 p. 286) quoting what Dr. Calamv 
says about him as a student at Emanuel College. Cambridge, 
and Vicar of Seylam in Suffolk, and eminent afterwards as a 
Nonconformist minister. 

In B lines' History, Vol. Ill, p. 305, of the Townleys and 
the Haberghams there is the following; — "Hapton Park was 
formerly abundantly stocked with deer, and there are the re- 
mains of pitfalls dug for impounding stray deer when the two 
families of the Townleys and the Haberghams were upon bad 
terms with each other.." 
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4 'Immediately above the south banks of the Gulder in this 
township is the family mansion of the Haberghams built upon 
a beautiful knoll commanding an extensive prospect but now 
occupied as a farm house. ' ' The farm house built near the site 
of the old mansion, is called Habergham Hall. I was there 
in 1854, and met with an old man, a neighbour, who told me 
what the old house was like. He said it was like the sketch 
I showed him, but "had a wing at the back, built of rubble 
and tile." 




The author is pleased to be able to add to the genealogical 
account of the family of Habershon and Habersham by 
Matthew Henry Habershon and the tradition of the family 
that they descended from the ancient family of Habergham, 
seems well borne * out. We know that Governor James 
Habersh mi was baptised in St. Mary's, Beverley, Yorkshire, 
and that he was the son of James Habersham of same place. 
We also see from the foregoing account that Matthew Haber- 
shon, eldest son of Mahlon Haber.»hon, was baptised and had 
his name spelt Habersham. There can be no doubt now of 
the two names Habershon and Habersham being identical and 
descending from the ancient name of Habergham, and we 
take pleasure from the foregoing in assigning to the Georgia 
family the arms at the head of this chapter, and in adding to 
and correcting certain mistakes in the book on the Habershams 
of Georgia. 

The above arms are only to signify a mark of cadency or to 
differentiate them from the family of Habershon now consid- 
ered to be of same line. 

Dr. S O. Habershon and his son were famous physicians. 
The former wrote Rev. Barnard Elliott Habersham in 1883 
that from the records he obtained the following: (He also 
sent the arms to him.) 

De Hambrigham, in 12 n de Hambrigham, as de Habring- 
ham in [ vo an d 14^9 Habergham in time of Henry VIII. 
Haberzame and Haberjame in Elizabeth's time. Habergham 
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in 1673, Habersham in 1673, Haberj am and lastly Habershon. 

The motto we now use is one adopted by an uncle of mine, 
"In Deo Confide." 

We see then that this old family is one to take pride in and 
that the illustrious Habersham family of Georgia can now 
undoubtedly trace to an ancient period and is without doubt 
one of those entitled to bear arms.

The ancestor of a branch of the Habersham family was 
Captain Anthony Mathewes, born in London 1661. The fol- 
lowing from the S. C. Gazette is found in the columns of that 
paper. " August 30, 1735. On Saturday last, died here, 
Captain Anthony Mathewes, an eminent merchant and settler 
in this province, who, by his industry and frugality and im- 
provement in mercantile affairs, acquired one of the greatest 
estates in the country. He first arrived in this Province 
about the year 1680 — now 55 years since and died lamented in 
the 73rd year of his age and was decently buried Monday last. ' * 
He had si* sons and four daughters: 

1. Anthony Mathewes. (Had a daughter, Mrs. Dr. 
Graeme.) 

II. John Mathewes, married Sarah Gibbes. 

III. William Mathewes, married second Miss Stanyarne. 

IV. George Mathewes, died 1768. 

V. Benjamin Mathewes, first married Anne Holmes about 
Feb. 11, 1745, Maria second Anne •Holmes, second 
daughter of Isaac Holmes and Elizabeth Peronneau. 

VI. James Mathewes. 

John Mathewes, son of John and Sarah Gibbes, was chan- 
cellor, member of Congress and Governor of S. C. He 
married first about Dec. 8, 1766, Mary, daughter of Wm. 
Wragg. He married second, Sarah Rutledge. His line ended 
before his death. 

John Mathewes and Sarah Gibbes had also:

George Mathewes, fourth son of Bejamin, fifth son of Anthony 
Mathewes and Anne Holmes, was father of John Raven 
Mathews, Eliza Mathewes (Mrs. Ebenezer Coffin,) and others. 

John Raven Mathewes and Eliza Jenkins were the parents 
of Mrs. Richard W. Habersham, Jr., and Mrs. Barnard 
Elliott Habersham. 

Note. — Hon. Isaac Holmes, son of Francis Holmes and 
Rebecca, moved from Boston to Charles f on, S. C. in 1702. 
He became one of His Majesty's Council. Sarah Holmes, 
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his third daughter, married Johii Raven. Another John 
Raven Mathewes, third son of Benjamin Mathewes, son of 
Andrew of London, married Elizabeth Stanyarne Holmes, 
daughter of Isaac Holmes. The Holmes were allied to the 
Bees and others, and descended, we think, from Rev. 
Archibald Stobo. John Raven Mathewes had an uncle and 
cousin by same name. See tombstone of Mathewes in Circular 
church-yard, Charleston. Pages 5 and 7, and b, page 8. 
Should be John Raven Mathewes not Edward Mathewes.

The full name of the Bishop of Western Texas 
was "Robert Woodward Barnwell Elliott" and the wife of 
Hon. William Elliott was not "Phoebe Wright" nor was it

Cross and Crescents. 
Crest, a nude female.. 

In the Congressional Library there is a work by Wm. Smith 
Ellis of the Middle Temple on the Ellis' and their branches in 
which he deduces their descent from the French Kings, and 
wherein he gives the ancestor who went to England with Wm. 
the Conqueror. Among these families is one of Stoneacre, in 
which he makes them descend from Sir Archibald Ellis. 
These Ellis' bore the same arms as Sir Henry Ellis, and used 
them as early as time of Edward II. The family is foun4 
in Otham County, Kent. 

He gives the descent of Sir Henry Eliis, Governor of Georgia, 
and though we do not know that the Ellis' of South Carolina 
are the same, is quite significant that the name of Edmund 
occurs in the family of Stoneacre several times. In 1663 Ed- 
mund Ellis was head of the family . Edmund Ellis of Stoneacre, 
gent, son and heir of Thomas Ellis was baptised at Otham, Dec. 
24, 1559 and buried August 2nd, 161 5. He married Anne, 
daughter of Henry Fryor gent. He had a son, Edmund,' of 
Stroud County, Kent, who. made his will, died 1652. lie 
was a large land owner and left issue a son. 

Note page 132. Thomas Capers will dated 1 761, mentions 
his daughter, wife of Edmund Ellis. Thomas was son of 
Richard Capers, and married Mary, daughter of Wm. Sadler. 

On pages 138 and 139 the author wishes to make the follow- 
ing correction. It is not known who Colonel Miles Brewton 
married first, but the children were all by first marriage. His 
second wife, Susannah, was not a Pinckney. His third wife 
was Mary Legare. 

Colonel Miles Brewton by his first marriage had:

BARRINGTON— COOK— WILLIAMS. 

The information abjut the Barringtons, Cooks and Wil- 
liams families of Georgia seems to be authentic, and it appears 
that Wm. Cook, au Englishman, had been a clerk with his 
uncle, Mr. Frazer. and a cousin, Mr. Lane, the firm of Lane, 
Lord 4 Frazer, oiiug a large and wealthy one in London, 
sending out Mr. Cook to act a* agent, wao took in as partner, 
Mr Wm. Searo:>i'Jigh, also related to same firm in same 
manner as Mr. Joj^ Mr. Cook met Miss Barrington at 
Willia nsbirg. Va , w.iere she had been s;aying enjoying the 
society of uiac cultivated community. She was a first cousin 
of Mr. Cooks, and he drove here to h*r fathers from Virginia 
to San Saviiia Bluff, i.i Georgia, where her father lived, accom- 
panied by his broLlier in-la,v, Lieuta it-Colonel Jay Williams 
of the British army. Miss Barrington 's father was Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wm. Barrington of the British army, and John Cook, 
uncle of Wm. Cook, William Williams, who came with Gen. 
Oglethorpe to Georgia, not in regular army, but with a iegi- 
ment of troops and Thomas Liles, a cousin also, as aid to Gen. 
Oglethorpe, all were cousins to Gen. Oglethorpe and to each 
other. Wm. Cook owned 70,000 acres of land in Camden 
County, Georgia, and had a large claim against the Spaniards 
for property seized by them. He was imprisoned in Moro 
Castle, Matanzas, Cuba , and there was quite a correspondence 
in regard to his case. Page 35 and 38. Though there was a 
Josiah, the ancestor of the Barrington , was said to be Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wm. Barrington. Page 30 read Edmund not Edward 
Pendleton Rogers. Page 209 read Elizabeth Clifford, daugh- 
ter of Thomas Clifford, and Ma*y, daughter of . 

Page 24, Curtis. John Curtis was a large landed proprietor 
of Kent County, Delaware, then a part of Pennsylvania. IJe 
was member of Colonial Assembly and a member of Penn's 
Council. 

Page 178. Dr. L°wis Johnston born 1735, was member of 
the King's Council and sided with the mother country, and 
his family went to Tamaica. Several of his sons were in the 
British army as officers, and thus eventually went to Nova 
Scotia, where the descendants rose to high distinction. See 
book by Elizabeth Lichenstein Johnston. A 'branch of the 
Savannah family went to Washington, D. C, where they stood 
high as physicians.

February 22, 1802, died June 1, 1881, married." This James 
Bryan is said to have died December 20, 1832, and his wife, 
Elizabeth Bryan, died May 5, 1809. A recent examination of 
the records in the Superior Court and Court of Ordinary in 
Savannah, Ga., has developed the fact that the above state- 
ment is not true when applied to James Bryan, the son of 
Jonathan Bryan, and the proof is shown by the following ref- 
erences, viz: Superior Court, Chatham Co., Ga., Minute B'k 
F., May 29, 1790, in regard to "J ames Bryan of Brampton." 
Also B'k B., Feb. 12, and Aug. 14, 1795: Minute B'k C, 
April 6 and 18, 1796, in regard to "Joseph Bryan, nephew of 
James Bryan," and to " Hannah Houstoun and Mary Wylly, 
sisters to James Bryan." Court of Ordinary, March 27, 1797, 
as to appointment of "Joseph Bryan Admr. Est. of James 
Bryan, of Chatham Co., deceased." Superior Court, Dec. 19, 
1800, "Ann Bryan vs. Jos. Bryan, et. a 1. in equity." Jan. 
8, 1807. "David Middleton and Ann, wife of the* said David 
(formerly Ann Bryan, wife of James Bryan, deceased), to 
Joseph Bryan, Hannah Houstoun and Mary Wylly, both 
widows," in regard to the settlement of the estate of James 
Bryan, deceased, and record that Ann Middleton, widow, 
bought a house and lot in Savannah in 181 6. As will be seen 
by reference to the genealogy, under the head of "Bryan," 
published in the "History and Genealogy of the Habersham 
and other Southern Families." James Bryan, the son of Jon- 
athan Bryan, was the only James Bryan, who was descended 
from Joseph Bryan and Janet Cochran, of South Carolina, and 
the above records prove that his wife was Ann Bryan (family 
name unknown) and not Elizabeth Langle}'. James Bryan, 
the son of Jonathan Bryan , and Ann, his only wife, left no issue.
